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The  First  Presidency  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  to  our  Beloved 
Brethren  and  Sisters  throughout  the  world: 

On  this,  the  one  hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  organization  of  the  Church,  we  salute 
you,  and  pray  that  the  blessing  of  God,  our 
Father,  and  the  grace  and  love  of  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Lord,  may  abide  with  you  forever. 

We  preface  our  message  to  you  by  reference 
to  the   following   scripture : 

"  Behold,  I  am  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of 
God.  I  am  the  life  and  the  light  of  the 
world.  I  am  the  light  which  shineth  in 
darkness,  and  the  darkness  comprehendeth 
it  not." 

As  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the 
wilderness,  even  so  was  the  Son  of  God  lifted 
up,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  shall 
not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life! 


The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  through  its  Presidency,  reaffirms  the 
truths  set  forth  in  the  above  scripture,  and 
calls  upon  its  members  in  all  parts  of  the 
world  to  rededicate  their  lives  to  the  service 
of  the  Master,  and  the  establishment  of  His 
kingdom  upon  earth. 

From  the  beginning  of  time,  as  we  count 
it,  to  the  present,  God,  our  Father,  has,  at 
divers  times,  both  by  His  own  voice  and  the 
voice  of  His  inspired  prophets,  declared  that 
He  would  send  to  earth  His  Only  Begotten 
Son,  that  through  Him,  by  means  of  the 
resurrection,  of  which  our  Lord  was  the  first 
fruits,  mankind  might  be  redeemed  from  the 
penalty  of  death,  to  which  all  flesh  is  heir  ; 
and  by  obedience  to  the  law  of  the  righteous 
living,  which  He  taught  and  exemplified  in 
His  life,  be  cleansed  from  personal  sin  and 
made  heirs   to  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven. 

In  songs  of  praise  the  Psalmist  declared 
His  coming.  In  ecstasy  the  Prophet  Isaiah 
looked  forward  to  the  day  when  He  would 
manifest  Himself  among  men,  and,  by  fore 
knowledge  which  came  from  the  Father,  an- 
nounced the  details  of  His  death  and  the 
dire   consequences   of  His   crucifixion. 
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The  Redeemer  Himself  declared,  notwith- 
standing the  apparent  failure  of  His  mission 
and  ministry  as  it  applied  to  the  generation 
to  which  He  brought  the  message  of  salvation, 
that  at  a  period  of  time  then  in  the  remote 
future,  a  period  designated  as  the  latter- 
days,  the  Dispensation  of  the  Fullness  of 
Times,  He  would  again  reveal  Himself,  would 
re-establish  His  Church  upon  earth,  and  come 
to  reign  in  triumph  and  majesty  over  His 
people. 

Bear  Witness  to  People  of  the  World. 

In  humility,  and  with  full  consciousness  of 
the  responsibility  involved,  we  bear  witness 
to  the  people  of  the  world  that  with  the 
appearance  of  the  Father  and  the  Son  to 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  in  the  early 
spring  of  1829,  the  greatest  gospel  dispensa- 
tion of  all  time  was  ushered  in,  a  dispensation 
of  light,  radiating  from  the  presence  of  God, 
illuminating  the  minds  of  men,  increasing 
intelligence  and  knowledge,  which  is  the  glory 
of  God,  and  by  the  application  of  which  the 
past  one  hundred  years  have  been  made  the 
Miracle   Century   of  the   ages. 

The  increase  of  scientific  knowledge,  in- 
vention, industrial  development ;  the  harness- 
ing of  the  forces  of  the  universe  and  adapting 
them  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  man, 
have  reached  a  degree  of  perfection  not 
dreamed  of  by  people  who  lived  when  the 
past    century    was   ushered   in. 

In  1830  Abraham  Lincoln  attained  his 
majority.  He  was  still  pursuing  his  studies 
by  the  light  of  a  tallow  dip,  or  pine  knot, 
because  there  was  nothing  better  to  be  had  ; 
and  it  was  under  these  circumstances  that 
he  prepared  himself  to  become  the  foremost 
citizen  of  his  country,   thirty  years  later. 

Since  that  time  our  system  of  education  has 
undergone  a  miracidous  change.  The  log 
or  little  brick  school  house  of  a  century  ago 
has  been  supplanted  by  temples  of  learning, 
in  which  our  children  enjoy  conveniences  and 
comforts  that  the  wealth  of  kingdoms  could 
not,  at  that  time,  have  provided.  They 
have  maps  of  the  world  before  them,  books 
treating  all  known  subjects,  teachers  better 
informed  upon  the  subjects  taught,  heat 
provided ;  and  when  they  require  light  they 
touch  a  button  and  the  electric  current  does 
the   rest. 

Agriculture,  the  foundation  upon  which  the 
very  existence  of  the  human  race  is  built, 
was  still  in  a  primitive  condition.  Men 
harvested  with  a  scythe  or  sickle  the  grain 
which  grew  in  their  fields,  and  threshed  it 
with  a  flail. 

A  man  now  sits  upon  a  machine,  and  at 
one  operation  reaps,  threshes  and  sacks  ten 
acres  of  grain,  with  less  fatigue  than  he 
formerly   harvested  one. 

Women  carded  and  spun  the  wool  and  wove 


the  cloth  with  which  they  and   their  children 
were  clothed. 

The  cards,  spinning  wheel,  and  loom  have 
passed.  They  are  now  to  be  seen  only  as 
heirlooms,   or  sacredly  cherished  souvenirs. 

Transportation  Aids  Civilization  Advance. 

Possibly  no  other  human  agency  has  greater 
influence  upon  civilization  and  the  develop- 
ment of  the  people  of  the  world  than  that 
which  provides  quick  and  easy  transportation 
of  people  and  things  from  place  to  place.  By 
it  individuals,  communities,  and  nations  come 
to  know  each  other  better,  exchange  of  com- 
modities is  made  possible,  and  the  commerce 
of  the  world  is   maintained. 

For  this  purpose  roads  made  by  men  thread 
the  world.  We  travel  over  them  now  on 
bands  of  steel,  in  luxurious  motor  cars,  in 
floating  palaces,   or  through  the  air. 

Only  yesterday  these  roads  were  mere 
trails,  blazed  by  fearless,  intrepid  men, 
through  unknown  forests,  over  snowclad 
mountains,  across  trackless  deserts  or  un- 
charted seas. 

In  fulfilment  of  the  words  uttered  by 
inspired  prophets,  thousands  of  years  ago, 
the  wooden  boats  in  which  we  sailed  the  seas 
at  the  beginning  of  the  past  century  have 
been  supplanted  by  floating  palaces  of  steel, 
in  which  we  ride  the  waves  or  navigate  the 
ocean's    depths    in    safety. 

For  silver  the  Lord  has  given  us  gold, 
which  has  become  the  basis  of  exchange 
throughout  the  civilized  world ;  while  iron 
takes  the  place  of  wood  and  stone  in  con- 
struction. 

By  the  application  of  scientific  methods, 
which  have  been  revealed  during  the  past 
century,  the  profession  of  medicine  and  sur- 
gery has  brought  to  the  people  of  the  world 
relief  from  the  most  dreaded  diseases,  which 
devastated  communities  and  at  times  threat- 
ened the  very  existence  of  mankind. 

Undoubtedly  the  greatest  miracle  of  the 
century  is  the  accomplishment  by  which  the 
human  voice,  with  the  personality  of  the 
speaker,  may  be  indefinitely  preserved  and 
reproduced   with   every   detail   of   originality. 

Whether  uttered  in  the  frozen  arctics,  or 
from  the  jungles  of  the  tropics,  without 
visible  means  of  conduct,  the  human  voice 
instantly  circles  the  earth,  thus  overcoming 
the  hitherto  insurmountable  barrier  of  both 
time  and  space. 

Contemplating  these  accomplishments  of 
the  past  century,  to  which  but  brief  reference 
has  been  made,  we  are  led  to  exclaim  : 
Great  and  marvellous  are  Thy  ways,  O  Lord! 
From  eternity  to  eternity  Thou  art  the  same ! 
Thy  purposes  fail  not,   neither  are  there  any 

who  can  stay  Thy  hand! 
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The  Church  Comes  in  with  Revelation. 

The  Annunciation.  As  the  glory  of  the 
Lord  shone  round  about  shepherds,  who  kept 
watch  over  their  flocks  by  night  upon  the 
hills  of  Judea,  and  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
announced  to  them  that  there  had  been  born 
that  day,  in  the  city  of  David,,  a  Saviour, 
Who  was  Christ  the  Lord,  the  light  of  the 
Christian  Dispensation  burst  forth  upon  the 
world. 

"  And  suddenly  there  was  with  the  angel 
a  multitude  of  the  heavenly  host  praising 
God,  and  saying : 

"  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on 
earth  peace,   goodwill  toward  men." 

The  heavens  were  illuminated  by  the  glory 
of  the  Lord,  the  heavenly  host  shouted 
hosannas  as  the  Babe  of  Bethlehem,  the  Son 
of  God,  the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father  in 
the  flesh,  He  who  was  to  become  the  Saviour 
of  mankind,   was  born  into  the  world. 

From  the  time  of  His  birth  to  the  day 
of  His  crucifixion,  Satan,  that  old  serpent, 
the  devil,  the  enemy  of  all  that  is  good,  he 
who  by  his  wiles  and  deception  tempted  our 
first  parents  and  brought  death  into  the 
world,    sought   the   destruction   of   our   Lord. 

Kings  persecuted  Him,  because  they  knew 
and  feared  His  power.  The  learned  and 
wealthy  spurned  Him,  because  of  His  humble 
birth  ;  while  the  ignorant,  not  understanding, 
held  Him   in  derision. 

The  personal  ministry  of  Jesus  was  of  short 
duration.  But  33  years  elapsed  from  the  time 
of  His  birth  to  the  day  of  His  crucifixion, 
and  but  a  small  portion  of  this  time  was 
devoted  to  His  ministry.  From  the  time  of 
the  delivery  of  His  great  sermon  on  the 
mount,  but  three  years  elapsed  until  His 
den  th 

During  the  brief  period  of  His  ministry 
He  effected  the  organization  of  His  Church, 
selected  12  apostles,  upon  whom,  with  Peter 
at  their  head,  He  conferred  the  keys  of  the 
priesthood  and  to  whom  He  made  plain  the 
organization  of  His  Church  and  the  doctrines 
of  His  gospel  by  obedience  to  which  mankind 
may  be  redeemed  and  brought  back  into  the 
presence  of  God.  This  accomplished,  He  de- 
clared His  mortal  mission  completed  and  went 
to  His  death  with  the  sublime  prayer  upon 
His  lips  that  His  Father  would  pardon  those 
who  were  responsible  for  His  crucifixion.  In 
their  ignorance  they  knew  not  what  they 
had  done. 

The  First  Century  of  the  Primitive  Church. 

During  the  first  century  of  the  Christian 
era,  Octavius,  Caligula,  Nero,  Vespacian  and 
his  son  Titus,  all  of  whom  were  bitter  perse- 
cutors of  the  church,  occupied  the  throne  of 
Rome. 

Pagan   Rome   had   become   the   mistress    of 


the  world.  From  the  time  of  the  crucifixion 
of  Jesus,  persecution  of  the  Christians  had 
been  merciless  and  wicked  beyond  expression. 
During  the  reign  of  Caligula  and  Nero,  who 
were  more  brute  than  human,  Christian  men 
were  slain  without  mercy,  while  their  wives 
and  daughters  were  carried  away  to  Rome 
to  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  or  distri- 
buted to  a  depraved  soldiery. 

Men,  women  and  children  were  cast  into 
the  great  amphitheatre  at  Rome  to  be  torn 
by  wild  beasts  or  fight  for  their  lives,  for 
the  entertainment  of  these  inhuman  mon- 
ster.-; Christians,  their  bodies  covered  with 
combustibles,  were  made  to  stand  upon  the 
walls,  to  be  burned,  in  order  that  light  might 
be  piovided  for  the  spectacles  below. 

To  deprive  Christians  of  life  was  not  suffi- 
cient .  Every  cruel  means  of  torture  that 
the  human  mind  could  suggest,  which  might 
add  to  the  suffering  of  the  victim,  was  applied. 

The  falling  away  which  had  been  predicted 
by  the  prophets  had  come.  The  man  of  sin, 
the  son  of  perdition,  was  revealed,  who  op- 
poses and  exalts  himself  above  all  that  is 
called  God,  or  that  is  worshipped ;  so  that 
He,  as  God,  sitteth  in  the  temple  of  God, 
showing  Himself  that  He  is  God.  (2nd 
Thessalonians   2:3-4.) 

Thus  centuries  passed,  centuries  during 
which  darkness  covered  the  earth  and  gross 
darkness  the  minds  of  the  people,  centuries 
during  which  Satan,  in  an  orgy  of  Pagan 
idolatry,    ruled   the   world. 

New   Gospel  Dispensation    Conies  to  Earth. 

The  opening  of  a  new  gospel  dispensation 
was  not  a  thing  of  chance.  Jesus  Christ, 
through  His  messenger,  had  declared  to  John 
while  he  was  upon  the  isle  of  Patmos,  that 
an  angel  would  come  flying  through  the  midst 
of  the  heavens,  having  the  everlasting  gospel 
to  preach  to  them  that  dwell  upon  the  earth, 
calling  them  back  to  the  worship  of  God,  Who 
is  the  maker  of  the  heavens  and  the  earth, 
the  sea  and  the  fountains  of  water.  The 
Redeemer  Himself  had  declared  that  before 
the  time  of  His  glorious  appearance,  to 
assume  His  rightful  place  among  His  people, 
the  gospel  of  His  kingdom  should  be  preached 
in  all  the  world,  for  a  witness  unto  all  na- 
tions,  before  the   coming  of  the  end. 

As  the  time  of  the  restoration  of  the  gospel 
was  clearly  indicated,  so  was  the  gathering 
place  of  those  who  would  accept  the  truth 
definitely  declared.  The  prophet  Isaiah  had 
said  that  it  should  come  to  pass  in  the  last 
days  that  the  mountain  of  the  Lord's  !iouse 
would  be  established  in  the  top  of  the  moun- 
tains, and  be  exalted  above  the  hills,  and 
that  people  from  all  nations  would  flow  nito 
it.  Many  people,  he  declared,  would  go  snd 
say:    "Come   ye,    and   let    us    go   up    to   the 
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mountains  of  the  Lord,  to  the  house  of  the 
God  of  Jacob."  For  what  purpose?  That 
they  might  be  taught  the  way  of  the  Locd, 
ar.u  learn  to  walk  in  His  paths. 

At  the  time  of  the  calling  of  Abraham,  the 
Lord  entered  into  covenant  with  him  and  his 
posterity,  in  which  He  promised  that  Pales- 
tine should  be  theirs  for  an  everlasting 
heritage.  This  promise  was  repeated  to  Isaac, 
and   confirmed   upon   the   head  of  Jacob. 

Father  Jacob  Told  Sons  of  Future. 

Prior  to  his  death  our  father  Jacob  called 
his  twelve  sons  to  him,  blessed  them,  and 
defined  the  future  of  their  posterity,  adding 
little  to  that  which  had  before  been  promised, 
until  he  laid  his  hands  upon  the  head  of 
Joseph  and  not  only  conferred  upon  him  the 
blessings  and  heritage  of  his  fathers,  but 
also  declared  that  his  heritage  prevailed  above 
that  of  his  progenitors,  unto  the  utmost 
bounds  of  the  everlasting  hills,  to  a  land 
choice  above  all  other  lands,  a  land  rich  in 
the  blessings  of  the  earth,  of  the  heavens 
above  and  the  sea  beneath. 

Upon  Ephraim,  the  younger  of  the  two 
sons  born  to  Joseph  during  his  sojourn  in 
Egypt,  he  sealed  the  heirship  to  the  blessings 
and  promises  conferred  upon  his  father. 

While  Satan  held  the  world  in  spiritual 
darkness  by  means  of  priestcraft  and  idolatry, 
he  shackled  the  masses  with  the  chains  of 
kingcraft,  and  thus  held  the  world  in  both 
spiritual   and   civil   bondage. 

As  the  time  of  the  end  drew  nearer,  God's 
Spirit  descended  upon  men,  impelling  them 
to  break  the  shackles  of  idolatry  and  priest- 
craft with  which  they  were  bound. 

When  John  Wycliffe,  John  Huss  and 
William  Tyndale  (all  of  whom  suffered  mar- 
tyrdom for  their  faith),  Martin  Luther  and 
others  gave  the  Holy  Scriptures  to  the  people 
of  the  world,  and  in  the  strength  of  Israel's 
God  declared  the  truth,  the  beginning  of  the 
end   had   come. 

When  the  people  of  Great  Britain  wrung 
from  King  John  the  Magna  Charta,  when 
Oliver  Cromwell  later  cut  off  the  head  of 
King  Charles  the  First,  and  the  Covenanters 
of  Scotland  took  up  arms  against  the  then 
dominant  church,  the  morning  star  of  hope 
arose,  heralding  the  sunshine  of  a  brighter 
day. 

The  coming  of  Columbus  to  America  had 
been  foretold  centuries  before  he  sailed  from 
the  port  of  Palos,  in  Spain.  The  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  was  upon  him,  was  his  guide  and 
protector  in  his  great  adventure,  and  led  him 
to  the  shores  of  a  new  world. 

Puritans   Came   According   to   Design. 

It  was  not  by  chance  that  the  Puritans 
left  their  native  land  and  sailed  away  to  the 
shores  of  New  England,  and  that  others  fol- 


lowed later.  They  were  the  advance  guard 
of  the  army  of  the  Lord,  predestined  to  estab- 
lish the  God-given  system  of  government, 
under  which  we  live,  and  to  make  of  America, 
which  is  the  land  of  Joseph,  the  gathering 
place  of  Ephraim,  an  asylum  for  the  oppressed 
'>f  all  nations,  and  prepare  the  way  for  the 
restoration  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  and  the 
re-establishment  of  His  Church  upon  the 
earth.  It  was  under  these  circumstances  and 
others  of  which  the  Lord  was  the  author 
that  the  stage  was  set  for  the  raising  of  the 
curtain  upon  the  opening  scene  of  the  Dis- 
pensation of  the  Fullness  of  Times. 

As  the  Christian  Dispensation  was  ushered 
in,  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  round  about 
the  shepherds  who  kept  watch  over  their 
flocks  by  night  upon  the  hills  of  Judea,  while 
the  voice  of  the  angel  of  the  Lord  declared 
the  Babe  of  Bethlehem  to  be  the  Saviour  of 
the  world. 

So  also  the  glory  of  the  Lord  overshadowed 
Joseph  Smith,  and  God  Himself,  in  the  glory 
and  majesty  of  His  person,  with  His  only 
Begotten  Son,  Jehovah,  revealed  Himself  in 
vision,  and  with  His  own  voice  designated 
Joseph  Smith  to  be  the  instrument  through 
whom  the  greatest  gospel  dispensation  of  the 
ages   was   to   be   ushered   in. 

There  was  nothing  of  ostentation,  pageantry 
or  dramatic  display  ;  it  was  a  simple,  solemn 
occasion,  superlatively  glorious  and  impressive 
beyond  expression. 

Personality  of  God  Again  Revealed. 

The  voice  of  the  Lord,  which  had  been 
silent  for  ages,  was  heard  again.  Again  that 
divine  message,  so  oft  repeated,  was  deliv- 
ered :  "  This  is  my  Beloved  Son.  Hear  Him." 
The  personality  of  the  Father  and  His  Only 
Begotten  Son  was  again  revealed  that  man- 
kind may  know  them  as  they  are. 

Of  this  first  vision  Joseph  Smith  says  : 

"  After  I  had  retired  to  the  place  where 
I  had  previously  designed  to  go,  having  looked 
around  me  and  finding  myself  alone,  I  kneeled 
down  and  began  to  offer  up  the  desires  of 
my  heart  to  God.  I  had  scarcely  done  so 
when  immediately  I  was  seized  upon  by  some 
power  which  entirely  overcome  me,  and  had 
such  an  astonishing  influence  over  me  as  to 
bind  my  tongue  so  that  I  could  not  speak. 
Thick  darkness  gathered  around  me,  and  it 
seemed  to  me  for  a  time  that  I  was  doomed 
to  sudden  destruction. 

"  But,  exerting  all  my  powers  to  call  upon 
God  to  deliver  me  out  of  the  power  of  this 
enemy  which  had  seized  upon  me,  and  at  the 
very  moment  when  I  was  ready  to  sink  into 
despair  and  abandon  myself  to  destruction — 
not  to  an  imaginary  ruin,  but  to  the  power 
of  some  actual  being  from  the  unseen  world, 
who  had  such  marvellous  power  as  I  had 
never   before   felt   in   any   being — just  at  this 
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moment  of  great  alarm  I  saw  a  pillar  of 
light  exactly  over  my  head,  above  the  bright- 
ness of  the  sun,  which  descended  gradually 
until  it  fell   upon  me. 

"  It  no  sooner  appeared  than  I  found  myself 
delivered  from  the  enemy  which  held  me 
bound.  When  the  light  rested  upon  me  I 
saw  two  personages,  whose  brightness  and 
glory  defy  all  descriptions  standing  above  me 
in  the  air.  One  of  them  spake  unto  me, 
calling  me  by  name,  and  said,  pointing  to 
the  other :  This  is  My  Beloved  Son.  Hear 
Him!  " 

When  the  Apostle  Paul  appeared  before 
King  Agrippa  and  Festus,  the  Roman  Pro- 
curator, he  declared  that  Jesus  Christ,  who 
had  been  crucified  upon  Calvary,  was  risen 
from  the  dead ;  that  He  lived  and  had  ap- 
peared to  him  in  a  cloud  of  light,  calling 
him  to  be  His  messenger  to  the  Gentiles. 
Festus,  in  amazement,  cried  out:  "  Paulj 
thou  art  beside  thyself  ;  much  learning  doth 
make  thee  mad."  But  Paul  replied:  "  I  am 
not  mad,  most  noble  Festus,  but  speak  forth 
the   words    of   truth   and    soberness." 

Men  Brand  Message  as  from.  Devil. 

In  like  manner  Joseph  Smith,  an  obscure 
country  boy,  fifteen  years  of  age,  when  he 
related  to  certain  sectarian  ministers  of  the 
neighbourhood  that  he  had  received  a  heaven- 
ly vision,  was  made  the  victim  of  ridicule  and 
bitter  persecution. 

Men  flew  into  passion  as  they  declared  that 
it  was  all  from  the  devil,  that  there  were 
no  such  things  as  visions  and  revelations  in 
these  days ;  that  all  such  things  had  ceased 
with  the  Apostles,  and  that  there  would  never 
be  any  more  of  them. 

Satan  again  manifested  his  power  and 
determination  to  frustrate  the  will  of  Christ, 
that  he  might  maintain  his  dominion  over 
the  world  and  continue  to  hold  captive  the 
souls  of  men.  From  that  hour  he  raged  in 
the  hearts  of  the  wicked,  until  he  finally  en- 
compassed the  death  of  the  Prophet;  not, 
however,  until  he  had  accomplished  the  work 
which  the  Lord  had  sent  him  into  the  world 
to  do. 

Like  Paul,  Joseph  Smith,  during  the  three 
years  intervening  after  his  vision,  steadfastly 
maintained  that  in  vision  he  had  seen  the 
Father  and  the  Son,  and  had  heard  the  voice 
of    the    Lord. 

On  the  evening  of  September  21,  1823,  he 
had  retired  as  usual  to  his  bedroom  for  thj 
night,  a  night  fraught  with  events  of  which 
he  had  not  dreamed,  events  of  supreme  im- 
portance to  him  and  to  the  people  of  the 
world. 

He  says:  "While  I  was  thus  in  the  act 
of  calling  upon  God,  I  discovered  a  light 
appearing  in  my  room,  which  continued  to 
increase   until   the   room   was   lighter  than   at 


noonday,  when  immediately  a  personage  ap- 
peared at  my  bedside,  standing  in  the  air, 
for  his  feet  did  not  touch  the  floor. 

*'  He  had  on  a  loose  robe  of  most  exquisite 
whiteness.  It  was  a  whiteness  beyond  any- 
thing earthly  I  had  ever  seen ;  nor  do  1 
believe  that  any  earthy  thing  could  be  made 
to  appear  so  exceedingly  white  and  brilliant. 
His  hands  were  naked,  and  his  arms  also,  a 
little  above  the  wrists  ;  so  also  were  his  feet- 
naked,  as  were  his  ankles.  His  head  and 
neck  were  also  bare.  I  could  discover  that 
he  had  no  other  clothing  on  but  this  robe, 
as  it  was  open,  so  that  I  could  see  into  his 
bosom. 

Entire  Personage.     Resembles  Light. 

"  Not  only  was  his  robe  exceedingly  white, 
but  his  whole  person  was  glorious  beyond 
description,  and  his  countenance  truly  like 
lightning.  The  room  was  exceedingly  light, 
buo  lot  so  very  bright  as  immediately  around 
his  person.  When  I  first  looked  upon  him 
I  was  afraid;  but  the  fear  soon  left  me. 

'  Il<'  called  me  by  name,  and  said  that 
he  was  a  messenger  sent  from  the  presence 
of  God  to  me,  and  that  his  name  was  Moroni ; 
that  God  had  a  work  for  me  to  do ;  and 
that  my  name  should  be  had  for  good  and 
evil  among  all  nations,  kindreds  and  tongues, 
or  that  it  should  be  both  good  and  evil  spoken 
of  among  all  people." 

This  messenger  revealed  to  Joseph  Smith 
that  there  was  a  book  deposited,  written  upon 
gold  plates,  giving  an  account  of  the  ancient 
inhabitants  of  America  and  the  source  from 
whence  they  came,  and  that  the  plates  would 
later  be  delivered  into  his  hands  to  be  trans- 
lated and  published  to  the  world. 

On  the  twenty-third  day  of  September, 
1827,  the  plates  containing  the  record  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  were  delivered  to  Joseph 
Smith  who,  by  the  gift  and  the  power  of 
God,  translated  the  characters  which  were 
engraven  upon  them.  The  Book  of  Mormon 
does  not  in  any  degree  conflict  with  or  take 
the  place  of  the  Holy  Bible,  but  is  the 
strongest  corroborative  evidence  in  existence 
of  the  divine  origin  of  that  sacred  record. 
It  has  been  before  the  world  for  more  than  a 
century,  during  which  time  no  statement 
contained  in  it,  whether  it  refers  to  the  civil 
history  or  the  religion  of  the  people  who  kept 
the    record,    has    been   proven   to   be   untrue. 

As  the  translation  of  the  characters  en- 
graven upon  the  plates  on  which  the  Nephite 
record  was  kept  proceeded  Joseph  Smith 
discovered  that  the  doctrine  of  baptism  was 
taught  and  practised  by  the  Nephite  people. 
Desiring  to  better  understand  this  principle 
he  did  as  he  had  done  before,  went  with 
Oliver  Cowdery,  his  scribe,  into  the  woods, 
and  engaged  in  earnest  prayer.  The  following 
is  quoted   from   his   own   words : 
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Confers  Priesthood  of  Ancient  'Aaron. 

"  While  we  were  thus  employed,  praying 
and  calling  upon  the  Lord,  a  messenger  from 
heaven  descended  in  a  cloud  of  light,  and 
having  laid  his  hands  upon  us,  he  ordained 
us,  saying : 

'  Upon  you,  my  fellow  servants,  in  the 
name  of  Messiah,  I  confer  the  Priesthood 
oi  Aaron,  which  holds  the  keys  of  the  minis- 
tering of  angels,  and  of  the  gospel  of  repent- 
ance, and  of  baptism  by  immersion  for  the 
remission  of  sins;  and  this  shall  never  be 
taken  again  from  the  earth,  until  the  sons 
of  Levi  do  offer  again  an  offering  unto  the 
Lord   in   righteousness.' 

"  The  messenger  who  visited  us  on  this 
occasion  and  conferred  this  priesthood  upon 
us,  said  his  name  was  John,  the  same  that 
is  called  John  the  Baptist  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  that  he  acted  under  the  direction 
of  Peter,  James  and  John,  who  held  the 
keys  of  the  priesthood  of  Melchizedek,  which 
priesthood,  he  said,  would  in  due  time  be 
conferred  upon  us." 

With  this  ordination,  and  the  restoration 
of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood,  which  was 
later  conferred  as  promised,  the  fullness  of 
the  keys  and  authority  of  the  Priesthood  of 
Almighty  God,  which  had  for  centuries  been 
lost  to  mankind,  was  restored  and  has  re- 
mained with  the  Church  in  unbroken  suc- 
cession   until    the    present    time. 

With  the  restoration  of  the  priesthood  the 
way  was  open  for  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel, 
the  administration  of  the  ordinances  pertain- 
ing thereto,  and  the  organisation  of  the 
Church. 

On  the  sixth  day  of  April,  one  hundred 
years  ago  to-day,  Joseph  Smith  with  five 
others  who  had  accepted  the  message  of  the 
restored  Gospel,  met  at  the  home  of  Peter 
Whitmer,  Sr.,  at  Fayette,  Seneca  County, 
New  York.  The  sacrament  of  bread  and  wine 
was  administered  and  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  organized. 

In  His  sermon  on  the  Mount  the  Master 
declares  that  a  tree  is  known  by  the  fruit 
which  it  produces.  We  do  not  gather  grapes 
from  thorns  nor  figs  from  thistles.  A  bitter 
fountain  cannot  bring  forth  good  water,  nor 
does  a  good  fountain  bring  forth  bitter  water. 
By  this  unchangeable  law  we  ask  the  world 
to  judge  the  accomplishments  of  the  Church 
during  the  past  century. 

Directed  to  Preach  to  All  People. 

It  was  after  His  resurrection  that  the 
Master  commissioned  His  disciples  to  go  into 
all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  all 
people,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holv 
Ghost. 

In  like  manner  have  the  disciples  of  Christ 
in    the    present    dispensation,    His    Apostles, 


High  Priests,  Seventies  (who  are  His  especi- 
ally chosen  ministry)  and  the  Elders  of  the 
Church,  carried  the  glad  tidings  of  the 
restored  Gospel  to  every  part  of  the  civilized 
world  during  the  century  past,  and  wherever 
the  message  has  been  proclaimed  there  have 
been  honest  souls  who  have  accepted  it  and 
gathered  to  Zion  in  fulfilment  of  the  words 
of   the   ancient   prophets. 

The  mountain  of  the  Lord's  house  has  been 
established  in  the  top  of  the  mountains,  and 
people  from  all  nations  have  flown  unto  it. 
Through  the  blessings  of  the  Lord  upon  their 
labours  the  desert  has  been  subdued  and 
made  to  blossom  as  the  rose.  Solitary  places 
have  been  made  glad  because  of  them.  Cities 
have  been  established,  springs  of  water  have 
broken  out  which  have  given  life  to  the  thirsty 
land,  music  and  the  voices  of  children  are 
heard  in  the  streets  where  desolation  and 
silence   had   reigned   for   ages. 

Temples  have  been  erected  in  which  the  work 
of  redemption  has  been  done  for  an  innumer- 
able host  of  the  living  and  the  dead. 

Many  thousands  have  been  brought  from 
the  poverty  and  distress  of  the  old  world  to 
this  blessed  land  of  Joseph,  to  become  wealthy 
and  be  made  happy  as  they  have  participated 
in  the  blessings  which  the  Lord  our  God  has 
pronounced  upon  it. 

Looking  backward  to  the  organization  of 
the  Church,  which  occurred  under  the  most 
humble  and,  to  the  world,  obscure  circum- 
stances, and  following  its  history  through 
persecution,  poverty,  and  distress,  can  it  be 
denied  that  a  great  and  marvellous  work  has 
been  accomplished,  that  the  promises  of  the 
Lord  have  been  fulfilled,  and  His  power  to 
accomplish  that  to  which  He  sets  His  hand 
to  do,  manifested  ? 

Let  glory  and  honour  be  ascribed  unto  God, 
our  Father,  through  Jesus  Christ,  His  Son, 
forever,  for  He  is  the  author  of  it  all. 

Question  Arises:  What  of  Future? 

The  future,  as  outlined  in  the  predictions 
of  the  ancient  prophets  and  confirmed  by 
modern  revelation  is  pregnant  with  hope  for 
the  Church. 

Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord,  said:  ':  Think  not 
that  I  am  come  to  destroy  the  law,  or  the 
prophets  ;  I  am  not  come  to  destroy,  but 
to  fulfil.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you.  Till 
heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one  tittle 
shall  in  no  wise  pass  from  the  law,  till  all 
be  fulfilled." 

With  the  present  momentum  with  which 
the  people  of  the  world  are  moving  forward 
in  the  determination  of  truth  in  every  field 
of  human  endeavour,  the  outlook  for  the 
future  passes  beyond  the  vision  of  human 
comprehension. 

Jesus  Christ,  referring  to  the  time  when 
He  would  manifest  Himself  in  the  latter  days, 
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declared  that  whereas  He  manifested  Himself 
to  His  own  people  in  the  meridian  of  time 
and  they  rejected  Him,  in  the  latter  days  He 
would  come  first  to  the  Gentiles,  and  then 
to  the  house  of  Israel .     He  says  : 

When  the  time  of  the  Gentiles  is  come 
in,  a  light  shall  break  forth  among  them  that 
sit  in  darkness,  and  it  shall  be  the  fullness 
of  My  Gospel.  But  they  receive  it  not,  for 
they  perceive  not  the  light,  and  they  turn 
their  hearts  from  me  because  of  the  precepts 
of  men.  And  in  that  generation  shall  the 
times  of  the  Gentiles  be  fulfilled." 

"  At  that  time/'  said  the  Lord,  "  I  will 
remember  the  covenant  which  I  have  made 
with  my  people  who  are  of  the  house  of 
Israel,  and  will  send  My  Gospel  to  them." 

"  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  I  will 
establish  My  people,  0  house  of  Israel,  and 
I  will  remember  the  covenant  which  I  have 
made  with  My  people,  and  I  have  covenanted 
with  them,  that  I  would  gather  them  to- 
gether, in  Mine  own  due  time,  that  I  would 
give  unto  them  again  the  land  of  their  fathers 
for  their  inheritance,  which  is  the  land  of 
Jerusalem,  which  is  the  promised  land  unto 
them   forever,   saith  the  Father. 

"  And  behold,  this  people  (the  Nephites) 
will  I  establish  in  this  land  (America)  and 
it  shall  be  a  new  Jerusalem.  And  the  powers 
of  heaven  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  this  people  ; 
yea,  even  I  will  be  in  the  midst  of  you.  And 
then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  that  which  is 
written  : 

"  Awake,  awake  again,  and  put  on  thy 
strength,  0  Zion  ;  put  on  thy  beautiful  gar- 
ments, 0  Jerusalem,  the  Holy  City.  For 
thenceforth  there  shall  no  more  come  into 
thee  the  uncircumcised  and  the  unclean  :  For 
thus  said  the  Lord  :  Ye  have  sold  yourselves 
for  naught,  and  ye  shall  be  redeemed  without 
money." 

Prophet  Daniel  Offers  Solution. 

From  the  words  of  the  Prophet  Daniel  we 
quote  the  following  : 

"  In  the  days  of  these  kings  shall  the  God 
of  heaven  set  up  a  kingdom,  which  shall 
never  be  destroyed ;  and  the  kingdom  shall 
-  not  be  left  to  other  people,  but  it  shall  break 
in  pieces  and  consume  all  these  kingdoms, 
and  it  shall  stand  forever." 

John,  the  beloved  disciple  of  our  Lord, 
says  :  "  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  ; 
for  the  first  heaven  and  the  first  earth  were 
passed  away ;  And  I,  John,  saw  the  Holy 
City,  New  Jerusalem,  coming  down  from  God 
out  of  heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned 
for  her  husband. 

"  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven, 
saying :  Behold  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with 
man,  and  He  will  dwell  with  them,  and  they 
shall  be  His  people,  and  God  Himself  shall 
be  with  them  and  be  their  God. 


"And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from 
their  eyes;  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death, 
neither  sorrow  nor  crying,  neither  shall  there 
be  any  more  pain;  for  the  former  things  are 
passed  away." 

"And  the  Lord  shall  judge  among  the 
nations,  and  shall  rebuke  many  people.;  and 
they  shall  beat  their  swords  into  ploughshares 
and  their  spears  into  pruning  hooks  ;  nation 
shall  not  lift  up  sword  against  nation,  neither 
shall   they  learn  war  any  more." 

With  this  glorious  vision  of  the  future,  to 
which  we  look  forward,  we  exhort  our 
brethren  and  sisters  to  put  their  houses  in 
order,  that  they  may  be  prepared  for  that 
which   is   to   come. 

Refrain  from  evil;  do  that  which  is  good. 
Visit  the  sick,  comfort  those  who  are  in  sor- 
row, clothe  the  naked,  feed  the  hungry,  care 
for  the  widow  and  the  fatherless.  Observe 
the  laws  of  health  which  the  Lord  has  re- 
vealed, and  keep  yourselves  unspotted  from 
the  sins  of  the  world.  Pay  your  tithes  and 
offerings  and  the  Lord  will  open  the  windows 
of  heaven  and  pour  out  blessings  until  there 
shall  not  be  room  to  contain  them.  Be 
obedient  to  the  laws  of  God  and  the  civil 
laws  of  the  country  in  which  you  reside,  and 
uphold  and  honour  those  who  are  chosen  to 
administer  them. 

To  the  people  of  the  world  we  send  our 
blessing,  and  bear  witness  to  them  that  God 
lives,  that  Jesus  Christ  is  His  Only  Begotten 
Son,  the  Redeemer  of  the  world.  We  call 
upon  all  men  to  come  unto  Him,  that  through 
His    grace    they    may   attain  to   eternal    life-

President  Grant  Blesses  Church  and 

Nation  in   Closing   Remarks  at 

Impressive    First    Session   of   One 

Hundredth  Anniversary  Conference. 


One  hundred  years  from  the  day  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  was 
organised  in  the  State  of  New  York  with  an 
enrolled  membership  of  six  souls,  a  congre- 
gation of  nearly  10,000  men,  a  representative 
body  of  the  700,000  members  in  all  the  world, 
with  a  few  women  as  special  guests  assembled 
in  the  great  Tabernacle  at  Salt  Lake  City, 
Sunday  morning,  at  10  o'clock,  and  joined  in 
the  exercises  of  the  opening  session  of  general 
conference. 

The  historic  auditorium  was  filled  as  prob- 
ably it  never  had  been  before.  Every  seat, 
every  available  foot  of  standing  room,  warj 
occupied. 

It  was  an  impressive  occasion.  From  the 
moment  President  Heber  J.  Grant  announced 
the  conference  in  session  till  the  last  word 
was  spoken  and  the  congregation  filed  out, 
the  vast  concourse  was  filled  and  thrilled 
with  the  spirit  that  actuated  the  gathering. 
The  message  of  greeting  from  the  First 
Presidency  to  Latter-day  Saints  in  all  the 
world  (herein  printed  as  the  leading  article), 
read  by  President  Grant,  held  the  closest 
attention  of  the  great  assemblage  ;  the  mighty 
Hosanna  Shout,  the  sustaining  of  the  general 
authorities  by  separate  votes  of  the  priest- 
hood quorums,  the  masterly  address  of  Pre- 
sident Anthony  W.  Ivins,  the  singing,  the 
opening  and  closing  prayers,  the  impressive 
and  wonderful  blessings  pronounced  by 
President  Grant,  the  flashlight  photograph 
glf  the  congregation,  the  taking  of  radio 
pictures  of  President  Grant  reading  the  offi- 
cial message,  the  big  stage  erected  for  the 
production  of  the  pageant,  "  The  Message  of 
the  Ages,"  the  general  effect  of  the  whole 
momentuous  programme,  all  were  in  keeping 
with  the  expectations  of  the  many  thousands 
who  have  looked  forward  for  weeks  and 
months  to  the  great  event.  (The  above  and 
following  is  taken  from  "  The  Deseret  News  " 
of  Monday,  April  7,  1930.) 

President  Anthony  W.  Ivins  was  the  second 
speaker ;  extracts  from  his  remarks  and  those 
of  subsequent  speakers,  for  the  benefit  of 
"  Cumorah  Southern  Cross  "  readers  follow. 
President  Ivins  briefly  sketched  the  history 
of  Israel,  pointing  out  that  Israel  does  not 
mean  Judah  alone.  President  Ivins  said  he 
sees  God's  hand-dealings  in  all  the  history 
of  the  race  ;  sees  the  signboards,  as  it  were, 
pointing  the  way. 


He  cited  the  story  of  the  creation,  of  which 
he  said  many  may  know  but  little  as  to  how 
the  world  came  into  existence,  but  he  does 
know  that  it  was  created,  and  that  God  is 
the  author  of  creation. 

Land  of  Joseph. 

President  Ivins  referred  to  this  great  land 
of  America  as  the  Land  of  Joseph,  the  land 
choice  above  all  others.  The  God  of  this  land 
is  Jesus  Christ.  God  has  said  the  people 
dwelling  on  this  land  shall  serve  the  Lord. 
This  is  more  than  a  tacit  understanding,  said 
President  Ivins,  it  is  an  explicit  command, 
and  he  quoted  fundamental  commandments  of 
Gcd. 

If  men  love  the  Lord  they  will  keep  these 
commandments  ;  no  man  who  loves  God  can 
commit  murder  ;  no  man  loving  the  Lord  will 
swerve  from  the  standards  of  moral  purity 
as  between  the  association  of  the  sexes  ;  this 
Church  makes  no  distinction  between  the 
sexes    in   this   commandment    of   the   Lord. 

Cites  Remedy. 

The  remedy  for  the  ills  of  the  world,  said 
President  Ivins,  is  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
He  said  he  does  not  wish  to  prophesy  evil 
against  this  country — his  country — he  loves 
it ;  he  does  not  believe  the  people  of  this 
land  will  willingly  forsake  its  principles  of 
•freedom  and  liberty ;  but  the  word  of  the 
Lord  is  that  if  this  or  any  nation  is  to  be 
perpetuated  it  must  serve  the  Lord  and  must 
not   depart   from   principles   of   righteousness. 

President  Ivins  concluded  v/ith  the  prayer 
expressed  that  God's  choicest  blessings  shall 
rest  upon  all  who  seek  to  serve  Him,  and 
upon   all   the   world. 

Blessing  Given. 

President  Heber  J.  Grant,  in  closing  the 
session  of  conference,  said  it  has  fallen  to 
his  lot,  an  humble  instrument  in  the  hands 
of  God,  to  preside  over  this  great  Church, 
to  succeed  the  leaders  who  have  gone  before 
him. 

He  named  them  all,  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  President  Brigham  Young,  President 
John  Taylor,  President  Wilford  Woodruff, 
President  Lorenzo  Snow  and  President  Joseph 
F.  Smith,  speaking  in  the  highest  and  the 
most  feeling  of  terms  of  each  and  every  one, 
characterising  each  by  some  outstanding  trait 
and  praising  each  and  all  as  men  of  the  true 
and  the   living  God. 

He  said  he  had  hoped  and  prayed  that  the 
late  President  Joseph  F.  Smith  might  live 
to  see  this  occasion,  the  one  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  the  Church  he  served  so  faithfully 
and  well  all  his  life,  but  it  was  not  in  the 
province  of  God. 

As  his  successor  and  in  the  exercise  of  his 
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right,    President    Grant    said    he    confers    a 
blessing  on  the  Church  and  on  all   mankind. 

Lauds    Counsellors. 

He  named  his  counsellors  as  faithful  men 
and  true,  who  have  stood  by  him  in  all  things 
pertaining  to  the  direction  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Church,  and  mentioned  his  counsellors 
who  have  gone  on  in  death ;  he  invoked  bless- 
ings upon  the  members  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve  and  the  Presiding  Patriarch,  the 
First  Seven  Presidents  of  Seventies  and  the 
Presiding  Bishopric ;  he  mentioned  the  high 
priests,  the  seventies,  the  elders  and  the  lesser 
priesthood ;  he  mentioned  the  auxiliary 
organizations  and  the  members  of  the  general 
boards. 

In  speaking  of  the  Relief  Society,  he  paid 
a  wonderful  tribute  to  "  the  mothers  of  men  " 
and  the  magnificent  sacrifices  the  women  of 
the  Church  make  for  the  cause  of  the  Lord ; 
he  named  all  the  auxiliary  organizations,  the 
Sunday  School,  the  Mutual  Improvement  As- 
sociations, the  Primary,  and  the  Genealogical 
Society  and  workers  ;  he  named  the  Taber- 
nacle Choir  and  choirs  throughout  all  the 
Church ;  he  pronounced  a  blessing  upon  the 
presidents  of  stakes  and  bishops  of  wards ; 
upon  the  missionaries  who  are  preaching  the 
gospel  in  the  world,  citing  especially  their 
wonderful  sacrifices  and  their  faith  and  zeal 
in  the  cause  they  represent ;  he  named  the 
presidents  of  missions  and  the  patriarchs 
throughout  the  Church  in  his  impressive  pro- 
nouncement of  blessings;  he  prayed  for  God's 
choicest  blessings  upon  the  land  of  America, 
upon  the  President  of  the  United  States  and 
his  Cabinet,  for  governors  and  rulers  and 
those  who  administer  the  laws  of  the  land ; 
for  the  lawmakers  and  for  all  who  hold  re- 
sponsible positions  everywhere. 

Names   other   Nations. 

He  named  the  great  liberty-loving  nation 
of  Great  Britain,  and  Canada  and  Mexico; 
he  invoked  the  blessings  of  the  Lord  upon 
the  individual  members  of  the  Church  and 
prayed  that  they  might  "  preach  the  Gospel 
of   Jesus   Christ   by   their   lives." 

He  asked  the  blessings  of  heaven  upon 
mankind  everywhere  who  are  striving  to  do 
right  and  all  the  human  race,  and  said  he 
did  it  by  the  authority  of  the  priesthood 
and  in  the  name  of  the  Saviour  of  mankind. 

President   Nibley   Speaks. 

It  is  a  wonderful  day,  the  sixth  day  of 
April,   said  President  Nibley. 

On  this  date,  the  sixth  of  April,  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  wa-5 
organized.  Also,  said  President  Nibley,  hs 
believes  in  common  with  the  Latter-day  Saints 
that  this  day  is  the  anniversary  of  the  birth 
of  the   Saviour  of  mankind.      Certainly,    said 


President  Nibley,  it  is  more  likely  the  birtb- 
day   of  the   Saviour,    than   December  25. 

He  cited  the  statements  of  the  Bible  that 
shepherds  were  watching  their  flock  which 
would  have  been  in  the  springtime  rather 
than  in  the  winter  month  of  December.  It 
is  proper,  however,  said  President  Nibley. 
that  men  should  celebrate  a  chosen  day  as 
the  birth  of  the  Saviour  whether  it  be  in 
December   or   not. 

Other  Events  on   Date. 

President  Nibley  recalled,  too,  that  it  was 
on  the  sixth  day  of  April  that  George  Wash- 
ington was  declared  to  be  the  first  President 
of  the  United  States. 

Also  he  recalled  that  it  was  on  the  sixtb 
day  of  April  that  the  United  States  entered 
the  World  War  in  the  conflict  to  save  civil- 
ization. He  gave  it,  too,  as  his  personal 
opinion,  that  it  was  on  the  sixth  day  of  April 
that  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  received  hi  i 
first  vision.  A  wonderful  day,  this  sixth  day 
of  April,    said  President  Nibley. 

This  Church,  said  President  Clawson,  will 
stand  forever ;  it  will  fulfill  its  destiny  and 
will   bring  about  God's  purposes. 

Elder   Whitney. 

"  The  Lifted  Ensign,"  an  original  poem, 
written  especially  for  the  centennial  celebra- 
tion of  the  Church  by  Elder  Orson  F.  Whit- 
ney, was  read  by  the  author,  to  the  accom- 
paniment of  soft  music  on  the  organ  by  Tracy 
Y.   Cannon. 

Elder   B.    H.    Roberts. 

"  Mormonism,"  some  opponents  argue,  may 
become  and  remain  a  minor  religious  organ- 
ization tolerated  as  such  and  permitted  to  go 
on,  but  can  never  overspread  the  civilized 
world  and  become  a  really  great  world  move- 
ment.    What  is  the  argument  in  answer? 

Will  be  Vindicated. 

"  Mormonism  "  is  truth  and  will  be  vin- 
dicated. It  but  remains  for  this  people  to 
keep  the  faith  and  live  the  truths  of  "  Mor- 
monism "  and  it  shall  become,  not  a  tolerated 
sect,  but  a  world  movement,  that  shall 
encompass  all  the  human  race.  All  of  God's 
dispensations  shall  be  gathered  and  shall  flow 
into  one. 

That  is  the  message  of  "  Mormonism  " — 
it  is  a  world  movement;  it  is  God's  work. 
It  is  in  this  spirit  and  with  this  testimony, 
said  Elder  Roberts,  that  he  has  essayed  to 
write   the  history   of  this   people. 

Elder  J.  Golden  Kimball  paid  tribute  to 
the  leaders  of  the  Church  and  especially  to 
President  Grant.  He  said  a  young  lawyer 
some  years  ago  was  finding  fault  with  Presi- 
dent Grant.  Elder  Kimball  said  he  took  out 
his    watch    and     said:     "I'll    give    you    five 
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minutes  to  name  a  better  man."  "  I  haven't 
heard  from  him  yet,"  said  Elder  Kimball. 
The  world  needs  joy  and  mirth,  he  said,  as 
well  as  solemn  things. 

Elder  George  Albert  Smith,  one  of  the 
Twelve,  said  the  Lord  promised  that  He 
would  bless  all  those  who  labour  in  His 
cause.  That  specific  promise  was  made  101 
years  ago,  and  the  promise  has  in  every 
detail  been  fulfilled.  He  said  that  he  has 
visited  and  talked  with  workers  in  the  Church 
by  the  thousands  and  every  one  of  them  has 
testified  that  the  promise  has  been  fulfilled. 
He  computed  that  for  the  six  members  of 
the  Church  100  years  ago  there  are  to-day 
100.000,  at  least,  for  every  one  of  the  first 
six,  and  this  is  the  first  100  years.  What 
it  would  be  in  another  century  computed  on 
the  same  scale — it  would  amount  to  billions, 
he  said. 

Elder  Rulon  S.  Wells  said :  This  people 
rejoice  in  being  citizens  of  this  great  nation, 
the  greatest  and  the  freest  country  in  the 
world.  We  live,  not  because  any  government 
has  given  us  the  right  to  live,  but  because 
God  gave  us  life ;  we  are  not  free  because  any 
government  guarantees  our  freedom,  but  be- 
cause God  made  us  free.  The  great  struggle 
between  freedom  and  the  bondage  of  sin  did 
not  begin  in  this  life,  it  is  old,  is  eternal. 
Though  we  may  live  in  this  great  land  of 
freedom  we  are  not  free  until  we  free  our- 
selves from  the  bondage  of  sin.  The  principle 
of   life    and    liberty    emanates    from    heaven. 

Mrs.  Julia  A.  F.  Lund,  General  Secretary, 
said:  "  A  woman's  influence  moulds  the  out- 
line of  any  work  and  the  moral  status  of 
any  group  or  organization  is  determined  by 
the  character  of  its  women  members,"  re- 
ferring  to  the   growth   of  the   Church. 

Apostle  George  F.  Richards  referred  to  the 
statement  of  the  Lord  to  the  effect  that  it 
is  His  work  and  glory  to  bring  to  pass  the 
eternal  life  of  man.  This  is  or  should  be  the 
aim  in  life  of  every  man.  The  cobbler  who 
said  "  My  business  is  to  serve  God,  I  mend 
shoes  for  a  living,"  understood  the  purpose 
of   life. 

The  Mormon  Church  is  just  about  as  popu- 
lar as  Christianity  was  in  the  first  century 
of  its  existence.  It  is  no  small  matter  for 
one  to  give  one-tenth  of  his  income  and  meet 
other  Church  and  civic  obligations.  It  is  no 
small  matter  to  give  from  two  to  four  years' 
preaching  the  Gospel,  but  there  is  no  demand 
made  upon  a  true  believer  that  he  is  not 
willing  to   comply   with. 

Bishop  Sylvester  Q.  Cannon  exhorted  the 
people  to  observe  the  teachings  of  the  Church 
in  the  matter  of  morality  and  chastity  in 
the  relation  between  the  sexes,  and  to  teach 
the  children  the  necessity  of  chastity  and 
purity  of  association  between  the  sexes. 


Senator  Reed  Smoot,  who  was  unable  to 
be  in  attendance  because  of  official  duties  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  who  is  a  member  of 
the  Twelve,  sent  greetings,  and  a  sermon 
written  to  the  conference,  exhorting  the  saints 
to  live  pure  lives,  was  read  by  President 
Grant. 

Elder  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  said  :  The 
sealing  of  the  testimony  of  this  great  cause 
required  two  witnesses  to  seal  their  testimony 
with  their  blood,  which  was  Joseph  and 
Hyrum   Smith. 

Elder  James  E.  Talmadge  said  :  Every  soul 
that  has  ever  been  tabernacled  in  the  flesh 
upon  earth  shall  be  saved  in  some  degre  of 
glory  except  the  few  who  become  sons  of 
perdition.  Hell,  he  said,  has  an  exit  as  well 
as  an  entrance,  and  no  man  will  be  kept  in 
hell  longer  than  is  required  to  bring  him 
to  repentance. 

Elder  Joseph  W.  McMurran,  of  the  first 
Council  of  Seventy,  read  briefly  from  a 
pamphlet,  "  Why  I  am  a  Roman  Catholic." 
The  writer  of  the  pamphlet  said:  "  Protest- 
antism is  not  the  true  religion  of  Jesus  Christ, 
for  if  the  Gospel  had  disappeared  from  the 
earth  Martin  Luther,  the  reformer,  or  any 
other  man,  could  not  bring  it  back  to  earth." 
That  is  the  truth,  said  Elder  McMurran,  that 
the  "  Mormon  "  Church  affirms  that  no  man 
did  bring  the  Gospel  back,  that  it  was  God, 
the  Father,  and  Jesus  Christ  and  heavenly 
beings   who   restored   the  lost  Gospel. 

Elder  Stephen  L.  Richards,  of  the  Twelve, 
said  the  outstanding  achievement  of  the 
Church  is  its  great  missionary  system.  He 
cited  statistical  computations  concerning  mis- 
sionary work.  There  have  been  approximately 
60,000  missionaries  in  the  field,  at  an  average 
length  of  service  of  20  months.  They  have 
contributed  36,000,000  days,  and  a  conserva- 
tive estimate  of  their  expenditures  have 
aggregated  144,000,000  dollars,  or  approxi- 
mately £28,800,000.  It  is  not  difficult  to 
name  the  urge  that  has  actuated  this  great 
cause ;  it  is  the  love  of  the  Gospel,  the  love 
of  the  truth  and  the  burning  desire  to  give 
the  truth  to  mankind. 

The  speaker  depicted  the  sacrifices  made  to 
maintain  this  great  army  of  missionaries. 
Parents  scrimp  and  save  and  toil  to  support 
sons  and  daughters  on  missions  ;  even  widows 
toil  to  support  sons  in  the  mission  fields ; 
sisters  have  sent  the  means  to  brothers, 
brothers  to  sisters ;  wives  have  sent  their 
ouota  to  husbands,  and  the  missionaries 
themselves  have  sacrificed,  have  given  their 
time  and  the  best  that  is  in  them  to  the  great 
cause. 

Elder  David  O.  McKay  said  :  Joseph  Smith 
did  not  organize  this  Church  by  his  own 
wisdom,   but   bv   wisdom   from   on  high. 
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He  said  the  world  is  seeking  an  ideal  gov- 
ernment. Cited  the  Soviet  movement  in 
Russia  and  the  Fascist  regime  in  Italy,  dic- 
tators, class  rule,  everywhere,  with  monar- 
chies and  age-old  institutions  falling  and 
tottering  on  all  hands.  Pie  continued  to  out- 
line that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  with 
its  wonderful  organization,  has  to-day  the 
form  of  government  the  world  is  seeking, 
showing  that  it  has  the  strength  of  a  strong 
central  government  and  the  safeguard  of  a 
democracy ;  it  has  the  power  of  the  priesthood 
without  priestcraft. 

Elder  David  A.  Smith,  of  the  Presiding 
Bishopric,  admonished  the  saints  to  eat  whole 
wheat  bread,  fruit  in  the  season  thereof,  and 
cited  statistics  showing  excessive  eating  of 
meat  is  detrimental  and  that  the  saints  should 
observe  the  principles  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 

Elder  Heber  C.  Iverson  said:  "Amongst 
the  most  vicious  and  rapidly  growing  evils 
of  the  day  is  the  tobacco  habit.  Our  God 
has  revealed  to  us  that  it  is  a  dangerous 
practice  and  there  has  been  nothing  brought 
forth  to  disprove  this  revelation."  He  de- 
clared that  the  smoking  of  cigarettes  brings 
upon  the  young  a  double  burden.  It  hinders 
them  physically  and  makes  them  mentally 
deficient. 

Elder  J.  F.  Merrill,  Church  Commissioner 
of  Education  said,  in  reference  to  prohibition, 
"  Does  not  the  effect  of  the  wet  forces  to 
break  down  the  enforcement  of  prohibition 
prove  that  it  is  a  success?  If  prohibition  was 
failing  we  would  hear  little  or  nothing  from 
those  opposed  to  it." 

Elder  Orson  F.  Whitney,  of  the  Twelve, 
said :  ' '  This  is  a  day  of  wonders  which  a 
century  ago  would  have  been  deemed 
miracles."  In  speaking  of  the  wonders  of 
the  radio,  he  said  that  at  a  general  conference 
a  year  ago,  Elder  B.  H.  Roberts,  addressing 
the  conference,  was  suffering  from  a  huski- 
ness  in  his  voice.  He  passed  him  a  cough 
drop,  as  did  also  President  Grant.  Elder 
Roberts  said:  "I'm  afraid  I'll  swallow 
them,"  in  a  whisper,  a  whisper,  mind  you, 
and  Elder  Whitney  replied  facetiously  : 
"  That's  what  we  want  you  to  do."  That 
whisper,  said  Elder  Whitney,  was  heard  all 
over  the  world,  by  radio. 

Elder  Charles  H.  Hart,  of  the  First  Council 
of  Seventy,  said  :  In  view  of  experience  and 
observations,  from  every  angle  of  which  his 
mind  is  capable,  he  has  an  abiding  conviction 
amounting  to  a  moral  certainty  that  the 
Gospel  is  true,  and  that  from  every  test  of 
which  the  human  mind  can  subject  is  a  know- 
ledge of  its  truth. 

Elder  Lyman  Speaks. 
The     next     speaker,     Elder     Richard     R. 
Lyman,    said   this    conference    has   been   the 


greatest  experience  of  his  entire  life.  Who 
can  imagine  a  thing  more  dramatic  than  for 
a  boy  of  14  to  go  upon  his  knees  and  appeal 
effectively  for  the  Creator  of  the  universe 
to  give  him  light  and   guidance? 

This  young  man  made  a  written  record 
of  his  experience.  How,  without  inspiration 
from  divine  providence,  could  a  boy  of  14 
have  such  an  experience  and  make  such 
a  record  with  such  a  marvellous  result? 

One  boy  100  years  ago,  praying  to  God, 
to-day  tens  of  thousands  at  this  conference, 
hundreds  of  thousands  vitally  interested,  and 
millions  of  the  world  listening  in  by  radio. 

Elder  Lyman  read  from  an  article  in  the 
"  Westerner,"  a  Salt  Lake  magazine,  written 
by  request  by  Thomas  Nixon  Carver,  renown- 
ed educator,  and  a  non-"  Mormon,"  on  his 
view  of  the  result  of  100  years  of  "  Mor- 
monism." 

Praises  People. 

As  he  read,  Elder  Lyman  commented  and 
interpolated.  The  gist  of  the  article  was 
unstinted  praise  for  the  accomplishments  of 
the  "  Mormon "  people,  written  from  the 
standpoint  of  a  cold  hard-thinking  scientist 
and  economist. 

Elder  Lyman  commended  the  article  and 
said  every  missionary  and  Latter-day  Saint 
would   profit  by  reading  it. 

This,  said  Elder  Lyman,  is  evidence  that 
the  thinkers  of  the  world  are  beginning  to 
accept  the  principles  of  "  Mormonism,"  and 
is  a  testimony  of  its  divinity,  evidence  that 
it  is  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Organization  Admitted. 

"  For  some  reason  or  other,"  Elder  Lyman 
quoted  from  Dr.  Carver,  "  the  '  Mormon ' 
leaders  seem  to  have  an  uncanny  power  of 
leadership  and  organization."  "  For  some 
reason  or  other!  "  Elder  Lyman  repeated. 
The  renowned  educator  says  "  For  some  rea- 
son or  other."  This  people  knows  the  reason. 
It  is  power  and  authority  from  heaven,  and 
the  world  is  beginning  to  see  its  results, 
even  before  they  acknowledge  its  source. 

With  a  strong  conscientious  leadership  this 
Church  is  the  greatest  economic  experiment 
in  the  world. 

It  is  an  ideal  democracy;  there  is  no 
aristocracy. 

The  most  humble  is  made  a  bishop,  or  a 
stake  president.  All  are  tied  together  by 
the  bond  of  inspiration  and  truth.  The 
kingdom  of  God  is  here  and  here  it  will 
remain  forever. 

Elder  Andrew  Jenson,  Assistant  Church 
Historian,  said:  It  has  been  his  privilege 
to  travel  much  in  the  interest  of  the  history 
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of  the  Church.  He  has  travelled  295,000 
miles  gathering  history  and  data  for  the 
Church,  has  visited  every  mission  except  the 
South  African.  He  said  there  is  no  people 
who  can  boast  a  history  so  accurate  as  can 
the  Latter-day  Saints.  There  are  some  600 
volumes  of  Church  history,  compiled  from 
records  of  stakes,  wards,  branches  and 
missions. 

Elder  Melvin  J.  Ballard,  of  the  Twelve, 
said:  Of  the  23  leading  denominations  in  the 
United  States  six  have  shown  a  loss  in  mem- 
bership and  of  the  23  not  one  has  shown 
greater  growth  than  has  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  While  many 
sectarian  chapels  are  empty,  the  Mormon 
Church  has  during  the  past  three  years  been 
through  the  greatest  building  period  of  its 
existence. 

Elder  Levi  Edgar  Young,  of  the  First 
Council  of  Seventy,  said  that  prophets  do 
live,  whether  men  accept  the  fact  or  not. 
He  said  that  the  splendid  ideal  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saints,  that  all  humankind  are  God's 
children,  is  an  uplifting  force  of  love  that 
gives  to  mankind  a  true  conception  of  his 
proper  relation  to  his  God. 

President  Grant  introduced  Miss  Ruth 
Pyrtle,  President  of  the  National  Education 
Association  (non-Mormon),  who  said  she  felt 
honoured  to  represent  the  teachers  of 
America  at  the  great  conference  gathering. 
She  said  the  schools  of  Utah  are  looked  to 
for  high  standards.  A  people  with  high 
ideals,  broad-minded,  as  this  people  has 
shown  itself  to  be,  cannot  but  be  a  good  force 
in  the  world.  The  very  courtesy  shown  her 
as  an  official  of  the  teachers'  organization, 
she  said,  shows  tolerance,  broad-mindedness 
and  a  willingness  to  co-operate  with  any 
cause  for  the  benefit  of  humanity. 

President  Grant  then  said  that  the  Mormon 
Church,  outside  of  the  regular  school  work, 
in  the  way  of  educating  the  youth,  has 
100,000  children  enrolled  in  its  Primary 
Association,  100,000  in  its  Mutual  Improve- 
ment Associations,  and  in  the  Sunday  Schools 
a  quarter  of  a  million. 

Elder  Rey  L.  Pratt,  of  the  First  Council 
of  Seventy,  said  there  is  a  great  upheaval 
in  Mexico,  religiously  and  otherwise.  A 
National  Catholic  Church  has  been  estab- 
lished, which  says:  Why  should  we  look  to 
Rome?  And  the  Protestants  have  suggested 
that  this  people  join  them  in  a  great 
national  religion. 

Elder  John  Wells,  of  the  Presiding 
Bishopric,  bore  testimony  to  the  divinity  of 
the  mission  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  said  the 
lessons  of  the  great  pageant  should  be  taught 
to  our  children.

THE   CENTURY   PASSES. 


One  hundred  years,  a  moment  of  eternity, 
a  prophetic  generation,  a  convenient  time- 
measure  for  short-lived  man!  The  turn  of 
the  first  century  has  come  to  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  "of  Latter-day  Saints. 

We  stand  gratefully,  hopefully,  before  this 
day — but  also  soberly.  What  of  our  steward- 
ship? Have  we  fulfilled  our  trust  well?  Are 
we  ready  for  the  future? 

We  have  prospered  much  in  a  century. 
From  a  handful  we  have  grown  to  be  a 
multitude.  The  comforts  of  life  are  ours. 
We  have  been  successful.  We  have  an  envi- 
able history.     Is  that  enough? 

The  test  of  time  is  unanswerable.  We 
have  been  the  stewards  of  eternal  truth. 
The  tree  bears  fruit  which  may  be  tasted 
and  valued,  and  the  tree  is  judged  thereby. 
What  verdict  shall  be  passed  upon  us? 

The  measure  of  truth  is  not  in  numbers, 
nor  in  wealth,  nor  even  in  self-conquest. 
The  test  lies  deeper,  in  the  motives  of  the 
unfathomed  soul.  Has  all  been  done,  in  glad 
obedience  to  God's  demand,  for  the  glory  of 
God?  Then  all  is  well;  then  our  trust  has 
been  nobly  discharged;  then  we  shall  enter 
into  the  greater  glory. 

By  that  test  our  gratitude  flames  to  high 
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heaven.  For  the  people  of  the  Lord  in  these 
days  have  remembered  wondrously  the  div- 
ine obligation  placed  upon  them. 

For  the  glory  of  the  Almighty,  that  His 
purposes  might  be  accomplished,  the  saints 
of  the  latter  days  have  laboured  in  astound- 
ing self-forgetfulness  these  many  years.  They 
have  left  dear  ones,  and  have  accepted 
opprobrium  and  hate;  they  have  sacrified 
wealth  and  station;  they  have  laid  down  life 
in  defence  of  the  Cause;  they  have  toiled 
across  the  weary  desert;  they  have  faced 
ostracism  in  their  little  communities 
throughout  the  world;  they  have  laboured 
long  days  in  holy  places  for  the  long-since 
dead;  they  have  sent  forth  hosts  of  mis- 
sionaries, unpaid,  unsung,  fearless,  to  pro- 
claim faith  and  repentance,  the  principles 
of  the  living  Gospel,  to  the  honest  in  an 
unwilling  world ;  while  fathers,  mothers, 
brothers  and  sisters,  widows  and  orphans, 
toiled  at  plough  and  hammer,  at  needle  and 
washtub,  to  support  these  ambassadors  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ — all  this,  and  a  thou- 
sand things  more,  with  a  faith  as  unyielding 
as  steel,  they  have  wrought  for  the  love  of 
God  and  man,  and  for  the  establishment  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God. 

The  work  might  have  been  done  better; 
all  humanity  is  frail.  But  the  mind  searches 
vainly  through  the  records  of  the  past  for 
an  equal,  continued,  abnegating  devotion  to 
a  cause,  on  the  part  of  a  whole  people. 

Necessarily,  progress  has  come  to  those 
who  have  yielded  themselves  to  the  cause 
of  truth.  The  progress  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints,  physical,  intellectual,  economic, 
moral,  remains  a  witness  to  the  wondering 
stranger  of  the  soundness  of  a  much  defamed 
people.  But  within  us,  gratitude  only 
deepens,  for  the  power  given  to  do  our  work 
measurably  well.  We  know  that  had  we 
failed,  others  would  have  been  raised  up, 
since   the   purposes   of   God   fail   not. 

By  the  same  token,  by  placing  the  cause 
of  the  Lord  above  personal  desires,  we  may 
look  with  joy  into  the  future,  which  looks 
more  promising  than  seemed  possible  a  hun- 
dred years  ago.  Error  is  retreating  before 
the  keen  edge  of  truth,  though  the  alert 
forces  of  evil  are  ever  ready  to  do  battle 
with  righteousness.  The  wall  of  prejudice 
is  crumbling.  The  century  has  given  im- 
proved means  of  spreading  the  simple  mess- 
age of  the  Saviour.  If  we  enter  into  the 
work  with  singleness  of  purpose,  with  for- 
getfulness  of  self,  with  love  of  the  Gospel, 
the  coming  century  will  be  infinitely  greater 
than  the  past,  and  the  promised  day  of  the 
Lord   will   be   hastened. 

We  must  look  steadily  forward.  One 
hundred  years  ago  the  foundation  of  a  great 
and   marvellous  work   was  being  laid;    now 


we  are  building  upon  that  foundation.  Our 
message  is  to  the  whole  world,  to  every 
kindred  nation,  tongue  and  people.  Zion 
is  about  to  spread  over  the  earth,  its  shelter- 
ing tent  to  be  under  every  sun.  The  Lord 
is  mighty;  His  purposes  will  prevail;  it  is 
good  to  be  in  His  service. 

What  is  my  duty  as  an  individual  member 
of  the  Church?  I  share  in  the  blessings  of 
the  past;  how  can  I  serve  the  future?  The 
answer  is  simple.  Do  all  things  with  the 
thought  and  in  such  a  manner  that  they 
may  help  advance  the  purposes  of  the 
Almighty.  Think  much  of  human  good,  -little 
o'f  personal  advantage.  Pray  much,  and 
carry  faith  into  action.  Remember  always 
that  those  who  have  been  given  truth  are 
under  condemnation  if  they  do  not  use  it. 
Truth  unused  is  dishonoured  and  turns  upon 
its  possessor  to  destroy  him. 

The  thought  lingers.  The  Gospel  may  be 
taught  by  tongue  and  pen  and  example — 
and  of  these,  the  last  is  the  mightiest.  By 
the  effect  of  the  Gospel  on  human  lives,  the 
world  is  almost  persuaded  to  accept  the 
truth.  If  every  member  of  the  Church,  from 
this  day  on,  will  accept  his  personal  respon- 
sibility to  live  in  simple  obedience  to  the 
Lord's  law,  the  irresistible  power  of  truth 
will  conquer  the  earth. 

We  praise  the  Lord  this  day  for  His 
great  goodness;  we  praise  Him  for  the 
promise  of  the  future.  As  for  us,  and  our 
house,  we  shall  serve  the  Lord.  And  we 
know  that  the  words  of  the  prophet  will  be 
fulfilled:  "Israel  shall  be  saved  in  the  Lord 
with  an  everlasting  salvation:  he  shall  not 
be  ashamed  or  confounded,  world  without 
end."

The  Seven  Presidents  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints 

By  Dr.  James  E.  Tallage. 
(Continued  from  last  month.) 

WILFORD  WOODRUFF. 

Wilford  Woodruff  was  President  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  when  President  John 
Taylor  died.  For  nearly  two  years  that 
Council  stood  at  the  head  of  the  Church. 
At  the  general  conference  held  in  April, 
1889,  Wilford  Woodruff  was  duty  installed 
as  President  of  the  Church.  He  was  at  that 
time  eighty-two  years  of  age,  having  been 
born  March  1,  1807,  at  Avon,  Conn. 
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Activities,   Temporal  and  Spiritual. 

In  youth  and  early  manhood  he  had  pros- 
pered in  turn  as  miller  and  farmer;  and 
notwithstanding  the  pressure  and  bustle  of 
an  unusually  active  and  strenuous  life,  he 
was  known  for  his  serious  concern  over 
religious  matters.  Even  as  a  boy  he  had 
been  puzzled  over  the  question  as  to  why 
prophets  and  apostles  were  not  known  on 
earth  as  they  had  been  in  earlier  ages. 
He  held  aloof  from  active  membership  in 
sectarian  churches,  but  continued  investiga- 
tion and  search  for  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ.  When  twenty-six  years  of  age  he 
heard  two  "  Mormon  "  elders  preach  on  the 
restoration  of  the  Gospel;  and  was  convinced 
that  at  last  his  search  had  been  rewarded. 
He  was  baptized  and  straightaway  entered 
upon  an  active  career  of  teaching,  preaching 
and  spreading  the'  good  tidings  by  every 
means  at  his  command.  As  a  proselyter  he 
attained  eminent  success.  He  travelled  ex- 
tensively through  the  eastern  states,  and  had 
the  pleasure  of  baptizing  many  of  his  former 
associates  and  some  of  his  relatives.  His 
ordination  to  the  apostleship  took  place  on 
the  site  intended  for  a  future  temple;  and 
immediately  thereafter  he  started  with  others 
for  Great  Britain,  where  he  laboured  con- 
tinuously for  about  two  years.  He  was 
serving  as  a  missionary  in  the  eastern  states 
when  he  learned  of  the  martyrdom  of  Joseph 
and  Hyrum  Smith.  Two  months  after  that 
tragic  event  he  was  sent  again  to  England, 
where  he  ministered  with  characteristic  zeal 
and  success.  He  was  with  the  people  in 
their  exodus  from  Illinois,  and  was  one  of 
the  pioneer  band  to  enter  Salt  Lake  Valley 
under  the  leadership  of  Brigham  Young  in 
July,   1847. 

For  twenty-one  years  Wilford  Woodruff 
was  a  member  of  the  territorial  legislature, 
and  from  the  time  of  his  arrival  in  the 
valleys  of  the  mountains  was  prominent  in 
the  development  of  agricultural  and  indus- 
trial enterprises.  He  was  a  conscientious 
diarist,  and  his  voluminous  journal  is  invalu- 
able as  an  original  record  of  a  multitude 
of  important  events  in  Church  history.  He 
became  Church  Historian  in  1875  and  served 
in  that  position  until  he  became  President 
of  the  Church. 

Like  his  predecessors,  President  Woodruff 
manifested  a  great  interest  in  the  educational 
affairs  of  his  people,  and  during  his  ad- 
ministration the  Church  school  system  and 
the  Religion  Class  organization  developed 
rapidly  and  effectively. 

It  was  one  of  President  Woodruff's  joys 
and  blessings  to  preside  at  the  dedication 
of  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  in  April,  1893. 
This  structure,  of  world-wide  fame,  had  been 
forty    years    in    building;    and    of    the    four 


temples  erected  in  Utah  it  was  the  first  to  be 
begun  and  the  last  to  be  completed.  The 
St.  George  Temple  had  been  dedicated  by 
President  Brigham  Young,  the  Logan  Temple 
by  President  John  Taylor.  Each  of  these, 
as  also  the  temple  at  Manti,  had  been  pro- 
jected by  Brigham  Young. 

The  Manifesto. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  President 
Woodruff's  administration  was  the  issuance 
of  an  official  declaration,  which  has  come 
to  be  known  as  the  Manifesto,  announcing 
the  discontinuance  of  plural  marriages  with 
Church  sanction.  This  Manifesto  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Church  in  general  conference 
assembled,  October  6,  1890,  and  by  motion 
and  vote  was  adopted  as  the  law  and  order 
of  Church  practice.  The  regulation  is  strict- 
ly in  force  in  the  Church  to-day,  and  any 
person  who  attempts  to  enter  polygamous 
relationship,  or  even  advocates  the  practice, 
is  liable  to  excommunication  from  the 
Church. 

It  was  during  President  Woodruff's  ad- 
ministration that  the  rank  of  statehood  was 
accorded  to  Utah.  The  presidential  pro 
clamation  of  this  notable  event  was  issued 
January  4,  1896. 

Wilford  Woodruff's  integrity  could  never 
be  challenged,  nor  his  devotion  questioned; 
he  was  a  source  of  strength  to  his  Church 
as  an  organization  and  to  the  people  as 
individuals.  In  the  summer  of  1898  he  went 
to  the  Pacific  coast  for  rest,  and  on  Septem- 
ber 2  of  that  year  died  in  San  Francisco,

THE  GATE  IS  OPEN— ENTER!

"Enter  ye  in  at  the  straight  gate;  for 
wide  is  the  gate,  and  broad  is  the  nay.  that 
leadeth  to  destruction,  and  many  there  be 
which  go  in  thereat:  Because  straight  is  the 
gate,  and  natrov)  is  the  way,  which  leadeth 
unto  life,  and  few  there  be  ih:it  find  it." 
(Matt.  7:  13,  14.) 

The  Lord's  figure  of  a  gate  opening  upon 
the  narrow  path  that  leads  to  life,  and  of 
yet  another  admitting  to  the  broad  road 
leading  to  spiritual  dearth,  if  not  death,  is 
wondrously   impressive.       Note   that   one   is 
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straight,  which  means  that  it  can  be  passed 
through  only  by  effort,  entailing  perhaps 
inconvenience;  while  the  other  is  broad  and 
easy  of  passage.  There  is  solemn  signifi- 
cance in  the  comment  that  few  find  the 
straight  gate,  while  many  go  in  through  the 
wider  portal.  Elsewhere  in  scripture  the 
Lord  urges  men  to  "  strive  to  enter  in  at 
the  straight  gate."  (Luke  13:  24.)  Fur- 
ther, in  His  masterly  sermon  on  the  shep- 
herd and  the  sheep  (see  John  10)  He  speaks 
of  the  door  to  the  sheep-fold  and  affirms 
that  He  is  the  door. 

The  imagery  is  impressively  simple,  plain 
and  convincing.  The  straight  gate,  opening 
upon  the  celestial  path,  may  be  passed  only 
through  obedience  to  divine  law.  Part  of 
the  requirements  embraced  by  that  law 
comprises  faith  in  Him  and  genuine  repent- 
ance, as  we  have  seen  already.  Repentance 
and  Baptism  are  named  together  again  and 
sistently  doubt  that  baptism  is  an  indis- 
pensable condition  for  entrance  by  "the  gate" 
that  leads  to  salvation. 

again  in  the  scriptures  relating  to  the  Gospsl 
of  Jesus  Christ;  and  no  one  who  accepts 
those  scriptures  as  of  holy  import  can  con- 

Baptism  is  the  Gate. 

Anyone  who  has  come  to  have  faith  in 
God  and  has  recognised  the  necessity  of 
repentance — genuine,  sincere,  and  fervent — 
will  naturally  yearn  for  a  chance  to  do  some- 
thing to  manifest  his  sincerity.  He  will 
seek  opportunity  to  attest  his  contrition, 
and  if  so  far  untaught  as  to,what  is  required 
of  him  next  will  eagerly  seek  to  learn.  To 
every  soul  thus  brought  into  the  depths  of 
humility  through  the  benign  though  afflicting 
influences  of  repentance,  to  all  who  thus 
appeal  for  mercy  and  rescue,  the  response 
is  direct  and  prompt.  Consider  the  scene  at 
Pentecost  when  the  Apostles  spoke  with  such 
power  as  to  convince  the  multitude,  preach- 
ing to  them  Christ  crucified  and  risen:  "  Now 
when  they  heard  this,  they  were  pricked  to 
their  heart,  and  said  unto  Peter  and  to  the 
rest  of  the  apostles,  Men  and  brethren,  ivhat 
shall  we  do?  Then  Peter  said  unto  them, 
Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission 
of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost."     (Acts  2:  37,  38.) 

Is  it  not  reasonable,  and  wholly  in  keeping 
with  the  ordinary  ways  of  men  in  their 
mutual  dealings,  that  some  substantial  evi- 
dence shall  be  demanded  to  attest  the  genu- 
ineness of  the  repentance  we  voice  in  words? 
Is  it  enough  that  the  debtor  shall  merely 
acknowledge  his  obligation  and  express 
regret  that  he  has  not  been  able  heretofore 
to  meet  it?  He  must  do  something  more,  or 
he  remains  forever  in  debt.  The  seal  by 
which  repentance  is  validated  is  Baptism   in 


water  for  the  remission  of  sins;  for  by  this 
is  the  atoning  sacrifice  of  Jesus  Christ  made 
effective  to  cleanse  from  sin.  The  promise 
of  remission  is  as  wide  as  the  domain  of 
sin;  for,  excepting  those — and  be  it  said  to 
our  comfort  that  they  are  few — who  sink  so 
far  into  the  quagmire  of  iniquity  as  to  be 
numbered  among  the  "  sons  of  perdition,"  to 
whom  repentance  is  impossible,  all  may  be 
saved  by  compliance  with  the  requirements 
set  forth  in  the  plan  of  salvation. 

A  Divine  Requirement. 

Some  may  find  difficulty  in  coming  to  a 
full  realization  of  the  absolute  necessity  of 
baptism.  To  the  soul  without  faith  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  him  who  is  yet  un- 
repentant, baptism  will  not  appeal.  Indeed, 
such  a  one  is  incapable  of  apprehending  the 
requirement  of  baptism,  for  the  understand- 
ing thereof  comes  not  as  a  result  of  critical 
analysis  or  scientific  demonstration,  but  as 
a  divine  bestowal  upon  the  repentant.  No 
conceivable  evolution  of  thought  or  develop- 
ment of  inherent  tendency  could  have  led 
to  the  establishment  of  baptism  as  an  insti- 
tution among  men.  So  is  it  with  respect  to 
the  required  observance  of  the  Sabbath  or 
the  establishment  of  the  rite  of  circumcision. 
Faith  in  the  existence  of  super-powers,  or, 
as  is  often  stated,  supernatural  powers,  is 
born  in  man.  So  also  some  degree  of 
repentance  has  place  even  in  the  untaught 
soul,  at  least  to  the  extent  of  sorrow  and 
regret,  for  the  faculty  of  distinguishing  be- 
tween right  and  wrong  is  also  inherent  in 
man.  But  to  be  able  to  accept  Baptism  one 
must  be  taught;  it  is  as  a  requirement 
coming  from  without,  not  the  result  of  a 
specific  prompting  from  within.  Therefore, 
baptism  as  a  requirement  will  be  scouted 
and  perhaps  ridiculed  by  the  man  who  knows 
only  mortality  and  earthliness;  while  to  him 
who  has  come  to  know  his  Lord  and  who 
is  seeking  after  righteousness,  the  call  to 
baptism  will  be  a  welcome  summons  in  that 
it  answers  the  yearning  inquiry  of  his  soul, 
"  What  shall  I  do?  " 

The  call  of  John  the  Baptist  in  the  wilder- 
ness of  Judea  came  as  a  challenging  surprise 
to  the  people  of  Israel.  That  call  was  to 
repentance  and  to  baptism  by  immersion  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  and  was  preparatory 
to  the  higher  ministry  of  the  Saviour  in 
person.  This  man,  John,  whose  conception 
and  birth  had  been  foretold  by  Gabriel,  sent 
on  this  particular  mission  from  the  presence 
of  God  to  the  humble  priest,  Zacharias,  in 
the  Temple,  was  a  cause  of  much  concern 
to  the  Jewish  hierachry,  and  to  the  people 
at  large,  when  in  the  maturity  of  manhood 
he  raised  his  authoritative  voice  in  the  open, 
beyond  the  cities.  That  he  was  especially 
commissioned  and  commanded  to  preach  and 
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administer  as  he  did  is  shown  by  his  per- 
sonal testimony,  confirmed  by  the  Christ, 
that  in  John  were  the  predictions  of  earlier 
prophets  fulfilled  and  that  he  had  been  sent 
to  baptise  with  water. 

The   Beginning    of   the    Gospel. 

The  work  for  which  John  had  been  divinely 
ordained,  and  which  he  accomplished  so  fully 
as  to  draw  from  the  Saviour  the  declaration 
that  "  among  those  that  are  born  of  women 
there  is  not  a  greater  prophet  than  John 
the  Baptist"  (Luke  7:  28)  is  thus  described 
by  Mark:  "  The  beginning  of  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Hon  of  God.  As  it  is 
written  in  the  prophets:  Behold,  I  send  my 
messenger  before  thy  face,  which  shall  pre- 
pare thy  way  before  thee.  The  voice  of  one 
crying  in  the  wilderness:  Prepare  ye  the 
way  of  the  Lord,  make  His  paths  straight. 
John  did  baptise  in  the  wilderness,  and 
preach  the  baptism  of  repentance  for  the 
remission  of  sins." 

Repentance  and  baptism  then,  which  are 
impossible  without  faith,  constitute  "  the 
beginning  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Son  of  God."  The  blessings  assured  by  this 
gospel  are  within  the  reach  of  every  soul 
who  will  lay  hold  thereon  and  strive  to 
attain  salvation.  Baptisms  stands  as  the 
third  of  the  fundamental  principles  and  the 
first  essential  ordinance  of  the  gospel.  Jesus 
followed  John  in  ministry,  even  as  a  king 
comes  later  than  his  harbinger,  and  the 
word  of  the  Lord  delivered  while  He  lived 
on  earth  is  explicit  and  absolute  as  to  the 
essentiality  of  baptism  as  an  irrevocable 
requirement  for  salvation. 

Man  Must  be  Born  Anew. 

Almost  immediately  following  the  first 
Passover  attended  by  our  Lord  after  the 
beginning  of  His  public  ministry,  there  came 
to  Him  by  night  a  certain  ruler  of  the  Jews. 
The  visitor  was  of  the  Pharisees,  and  a 
member  of  the  great  Sanhedrin,  or  supreme 
council  of  the  nation.  (Read  John  3:  1-21.) 
Speaking  for  himself  and  probably  for  his 
official  associates,  Nicodemus  thus  addressed 
the  Saviour:  "Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art 
a  teacher  come  from  God;  for  no  man  can 
do  these  miracles  that  thou  doest,  except  God 
be  with  him."  Without  waiting  for  particu- 
lar questions,  "  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto 
him:  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except 
a  man  be  bor)i  again,  he  cannot  see  the 
kingdom  of  God.-''  Nicodemus  appears  to 
have  been  puzzled;  he  asked  how  such  a 
rejuvenation  was  possible.  We  do  the  man 
no  injustice  in  assuming  that  he  as  a  rabbi, 
one  versed  in  the  scriptures,  ought  to  have 
known  that,  there  was  other  meaning  in 
the  words  of  Jesus   than  that   of  a  mortal, 


literal  birth.  Moreover,  were  it  possible  that 
a  man  could  be  born  a  second  time  in  the 
flesh,  how  could  such  birth  profit  him  in 
spiritual  growth?  It  would  be  but  a  re- 
entrance  on  the  stage  of  physical  existence, 
not  an  advancement.  The  learned  Jew  knew 
that  the  figure  of  a  new  birth  was  common 
in  the  teachings  of  his  day.  Every  proselyte 
to  Judaism  was  spoken  of  at  the  time  of 
his  conversion  as  one  newly  born. 

Jesus  repeated,  and  with  precision,  the 
greatest  lesson  that  had  ever  saluted  the 
ears  of  this  ruler  in  Israel:  "  Verily,  verily.  I 
say  unto  thee,  except  a  man  be  bom  of 
water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter 
into  the  Kingdom  of  God.'"  That  the  new 
birth  thus  declared  to  be  absolutely  essential 
as  a  condition  of  entrance  into  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  applicable  to  every  man  who  reaches 
the  age  of  understanding  and  accountability 
in  the  flesh,  was  a  spiritual  regeneration, 
was  next  explained  to  the  wondering  rabbi: 
"That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh; 
and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit. 
Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must 
be  born  again."  Still  the  man  pondered, 
yet  failed  to  comprehend.  As  the  truth 
began  to  bear  in  upon  him,  he  asked:  "  How 
can  these  things  be?  "  The  reply  must  have 
been  humbling  if  not  humiliating:  "  Art  thou 
a  master  of  Israel,  and  knowest  not  these 
things? "  The  conditions  for  entrance  into 
the  Kingdom  of  God  are  so  simple  that  the 
unscholarly  may  understand  and  obey. 

It  is  practically  beyond  question  that  the 
second  birth  specified  to  Nicodemus  as  so 
thoroughly  indispensable  that  without  it  no 
man  can  ever  see  the  Kingdom  of  God  is 
baptism  by  water,  followed  by  the  ministry 
of  the  Spirit  or  Holy  Ghost.  The  efficacy 
of  baptism  as  a  means  of  securing  remission 
of  sins  and  of  attaining  entrance  to  the 
Church  of  Christ,  lies  in  the  fact  that  this 
is  the  ordinance  prescribed  by  divine  author- 
ity, whereby  the  Saviour's  atoning  sacrifice 
may  be  made  operative  and  applicable.  To 
the  people  at  large  Jesus  preached  the  doc- 
trine of  baptism,  and  directed  its  adminis- 
tration to  repentant  believers  whether  He 
officiated  personally  in  the  ordinance  or  not. 

To  Fulfil  all  Righteousness. 
An  outstanding  demonstration  of  the 
necessity  of  baptism  appears  in  the  fact  that 
Jesus  was  baptised.  He  journeyed  from 
Galilee  to  the  Jordan  and  applied  to  John 
the  Baptiser.  "  But  John  forbade  him,  say- 
ing, I  have  need  to  be  baptised  of  thee,  and 
comest  thou  to  me?  And  Jesus  answering, 
said  unto  him.  Suffer  it  to  be  so  now;  for 
thus  it  becometh  us  to  fulfil  all  righteousness. 
Then  he  suffered  him."  (Matt.  3:  14,  15.) 
John  and  Jesus  were  second  cousins;    as  to 
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whether  there  had  existed  any  close  com- 
panionship between  the  two  as  boys  or  men 
we  are  not  told.  It  is  certain,  however,  that 
when  Jesus  presented  Himself  for  baptism 
John  regarded  Him  as  a  sinless  man  who 
stood  in  no  need  of  repentance;  and  as 
John  had  been  commissioned  to  baptise  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  he  saw  no  necessity 
of  administering  the  ordinance  to  Jesus. 

Through  Jesus  Christ  the  law  of  baptism 
has  been  given  unto  the  world,  and  He,  the 
Lawgiver,  complied  with  that  law,  thereby 
demonstrating  the  imperative  nature  of  the 
requirement.  Jesus  at  that  time  was  a  mortal 
man,  and  He  submitted  Himself  to  every 
divine  requirement  concerning  mortal  men. 
Nearly  six  centuries  before  the  event  of 
Christ's  baptism,  Jehovah  revealed  to  an 
Israelitish  prophet  on  the  Western  Continent 
the  fact  of  His  then  future  baptism,  and 
inspired  His  servant,  Nephi,  to  thus  expound 
the  matter  to  the  people:  "And  now,  if  the 
Lamb  of  God,  he  being  holy,  should  have 
need  to  be  baptised  by  water,  to  fulfil  all 
righteousness,  O  then,  how  much  more  need 
have  we,  being  unholy,  to  be  baptised,  yea, 
even  by  water!  And  now,  I  would  ask  of 
you,  my  beloved  brethren,  wherein  the  Lamb 
of  God  did  fulfil  all  righteousness  in  being 
baptised  by  water?  Know  ye  not  that  he 
was  holy?  But  notwithstanding  he  being 
holy,  he  showeth  unto  the  children  of  men 
that  according  to  the  flesh  he  humbleth  him- 
self before  the  Father,  and  witnesseth  unto 
the  Father  that  he  would  be  obedient  unto 
Him  in  keeping  His  commandments."  (Book 
of  Mormon,  2  Nephi,  31:  5-7.) 

Cannot  be  Superseded. 

In  addition  to  this  supreme  ensample, 
given  for  righteous  emulation  by  all,  we 
have  instances  of  men  who  were  made  re- 
cipients of  divine  manifestations  of  high 
degree,  of  whom,  however,  baptism  was 
afterwards  required.  Consider  the  case  of 
Saul  of  Tarsus,  who  wrought  havoc  in  the 
Church  by  his  persistent  efforts  to  suppress 
the  testimony  of  the  Apostles  and  others 
concerning  the  divinity  of  the  crucified 
Christ.  This  man  was  an  able  scholar  and 
a  forceful  controversialist;  but  he  had 
allowed  his  zeal  for  Judaism  to  so  obsess 
him  as  to  obscure  his  vision  respecting  the 
Gospel.  Even  in  his  violent  opposition  to 
the  Apostles  and  the  Church,  however,  his 
sincerity  is  not  to  be  questioned.  We  read 
of  him  "  breathing  out  threatenings  and 
slaughter  against  the  disciples  of  the  Lord  " 
and  of  his  seeking  authority  from  the  high 
priest  to  seize,  bind  and  imprison  all  be- 
lievers in  Christ.  While  journeying  to 
Damascus  he  was  overcome  by  a  heavenly 
manifestation     of     dazzling     splendour.        A 


voice  called  him  by  name:  "  Saul,  Saul,  why 
persecutest  thou  me? "  In  trepidation,  he 
inquired:  "  Who  art  thou,  Lord?  "  The  reply 
reached  the  depths  of  his  soul:  "I  am  Jesus 
of  Nazareth,  whom  thou  persecutest."  The 
man  was  overcome  by  indescribable  remorse, 
and  in  trembling  contrition  asked :  "  Lord, 
what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do? "  He  was 
directed  to  go  into  the  city,  with  the  assur- 
ance that  he  would  be  there  told  what  to 
do.  He  obeyed,  and  soon  was  visited  by  a 
faithful  disciple,  Ananias,  to  whom  the  Lord 
had  given  instructions.  Saul  was  blinded 
by  the  glory  of  the  light  that  had  enveloped 
him.  Ananias  laid  his  hands  upon  the  head 
of  the  stricken  penitent,  who  straightaway 
received  his  sight,  and  went  forth  and  was 
baptised.  Even  the  personal  visitation  of  the 
Lord  did  not  obviate  the  necessity  of  Saul, 
now  full  of  faith  and  repentance,  submitting 
himself  to  baptism.     (Read  Acts  9  and  22.) 

You  have  heard  of  Cornelius,  a  centurion 
of  the  Italian  band,  who,  though  not  of  the 
covenant  people,  was  devout  in  faith,  prayer 
and  good  works.  Read  the  story  in  the  10th 
chapter  of  Acts.  In  response  to  this  man's 
supplication  an  angel  of  God  was  sent,  telling 
him  to  inquire  of  Peter  as  to  what  he  should 
do.  The  centurion  and  all  his  household 
rejoiced  over  the  message  of  the  Gospel  as 
explained  to  them;  but  notwithstanding  the 
angel's  visit,  baptism  was  required  of  them, 
and  they  were  baptised. 

The  Lord's  Commission. 

A  further  evidence  of  the  fact  that  Christ 
held  baptism  to  be  necessary  is  found  in  His 
requiring  the  ordinance  of  those  who  pro- 
fessed to  be  His  disciples.  (See  John  3:  22, 
26;  4:1,  2.)  Even  if  we  had  none  other 
scriptures  bearing  upon  our  subject  than  the 
Lord's  words  to  the  Apostles  when  He  stood 
among  them,  a  Resurrected  Being,  just  prior 
to  the  Ascension,  these  words  of  His  would 
be  sufficient  to  demonstrate  the  necessity 
of  baptism  and  the  conditions  that  await  the 
unbaptised.  This  is  His  final  commission 
to  the  Apostles:  "And  he  said  unto  them: 
Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  believeth 
and  is  baptised  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that 
believeth  not  shall  be  damned."  (Mark 
16:  15,  16.) 

This  fundamental  principle  is  in  full  force 
and  effect  to-day,  having  been  reaffirmed  to 
the  restored  Church.  Upon  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  the  Lord 
has  placed  His  commission  in  almost  the 
same  words  as  were  spoken  to  the  Apostles 
of  old.  In  1831  this  commandment  was  given 
by  revelation,  as  applying  to  all  the  faithful 
Elders  of  the  Church:    "Go  ye  into  all  the 
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world,  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature, 
acting  in  the  authority  which  I  have  given 
you,  baptising  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  And 
he  that  believeth  and  is  baptised  shall  be 
saved,  and  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned."  (Doctrine  and  Covenants,  68:  8, 
9.) 

Again,  in  1832  the  Lord  addressed  Himself 
to  the  Elders,  speaking  in  great  plainness: 
"  Therefore,  as  I  said  unto  mine  apostles  I 
say  unto  you  again,  that  every  soul  who 
believeth  on  your  words,  and  is  baptised  by 
water  for  the  remission  of  sins,  shall  receive 
the  Holy  Ghost.  *  *  *  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  you,  they  who  believe  not  on  your 
words,  and  are  not  baptised  in  water  in  my 
name,  for  the  remission  of  their  sins,  that 
they  may  receive  the  Holy  Ghost,  shall  be 
damned,  and  shall  not  come  into  my  Father's 
kingdom  where  my  Father  and  I  am.  And 
this  revelation  unto  you,  and  commandment, 
is  in  force  from  this  very  hour  upon  all 
the  world,  and  the  gospel  is  unto  all  who 
have  not  received  it."  (Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants, 84:  64,  74,  75.) 

Authority  of  Priesthood  Essential. 

Baptism  is  to  be  administered  in  the  name 
of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  As  the  effect  of  the  ordinance 
extends  into  eternity,  insuring  remission  of 
sins  and  salvation  to  all  its  worthy  subjects 
or  recipients,  it  is  valid  only  when  solemn- 
ised by  men  bearing  the  Priesthood  given 
of  God.  Without  that  authority  the  ordin- 
ance cannot  be  administered;  and  any 
physical  act  by  unauthorised  hands,  though 
it  be  called  baptism,  and  even  though  it 
involve  the  complete  immersion  of  the  sub- 
ject in  water,  is  but  a  ceremony  performed. 
Men  may  thus  perform  ceremonies  on  their 
own  initiative  and  account;  but  ordinances 
prescribed  by  the  Lord  can  be  administered 
by  none  save  those  who  have  been  commis- 
sioned by  Him. 

In  the  Dispensation  of  the  Meridian  of 
Time  the  Apostles  were  ordained  by  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  person.  During  their 
administration  in  the  Church  they  ordained 
men  to  the  several  grades  and  offices  in 
the  Priesthood.  Then  following  the  apostolic 
period,  though  for  a  comparatively  short 
time,  these  men  ordained  officers  in  the 
several  branches  or  "  churches."  In  the 
Primitive  Church,  therefore,  the  authority  of 
every  officer,  whether  of  low  or  high  degree, 
could  be  traced  back  to  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  But  the  Primitive  Church  dwindled 
in  spirituality,  and  in  time  became  an  insti- 
tution conducted  after  the  manner  of  human 
plan    and    fancy,    without    Priesthood,    and 


therefore  without  authority  to  administer 
baptism  or  any  other  ordinance.  Then, 
after  the  lapse  of  centuries,  during  which 
the  world  of  mankind  lay  in  a  state  of 
spiritual  apostasy,  the  Priesthood  was  re- 
stored to  earth,  and  is  operative  to-day. 
Again  the  saving  ordinances  of  the  Gospel 
are  administered  by  men  commissioned  by 
Jesus  Christ.  Again  may  men  be  authori- 
tatively baptised.  Again  the  gate  leading 
into  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  open;  and  "the 
gate  by  which  ye  should  enter  is  repentance 
and  baptism  by  water;  and  then  cometh  a 
remission  of  your  sins  by  fire  and  by  the 
Holy  Ghost."  (Book  of  Mormon,  2  Nephi 
31:  17.) 

The  Gate  is  open — Enter!

CONFERENCE. 


The  tree  looms  more  important  than  the 
seed  and  likewise  the  vast  assembly  in  Salt 
Lake  City  for  the  Centennial  of  the  Church 
appears  tremendous  by  comparison,  yet  the 
first  conference,  held  June  9,  1830,  at  Fay- 
ette, New  York,  was  perhaps  an  event  more 
important  in  history  as  the  seed  is  essential 
to  the  fruit. 

There  were  twenty-seven  members  of  the 
Church  at  the  first  conference.  There  were 
seven  ordained  elders,  three  priests  and  two 
teachers.  Eleven  additional  members  were 
baptised  at  the  close  of  the  first  conference 
in  Seneca  Lake  by  David  Whitmer. 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  spoke  at  the 
first   conference. 

"  To  find  ourselves  engaged  in  the  very 
same  order  of  things  as  observed  by  the 
holy  apostles  of  old,"  he  declared,  "  should 
be  an  inspiration  to  zeal  and  fresh  energy 
in  the  cause  of  truth." 

When  the  prophet  opened  the  second  con- 
ference of  the  Church  the  following  Sep- 
tember 26,  the  membership  had  more  than 
doubled  and  now  included  62  persons. 

Thousands  have  gathered  and  possibly 
50,000  members  of  the  Church  have  come 
from  outside  of  Salt  Lake  county,  drawn 
by  a  Centennial  which  finds  peace,  harmony, 
prosperity  in  a  land  born  in  adversity  and 
developed  in  faith. 


NEW    FLOODLIGHTS     ILLUMIN- 
ATE  ALL   7   TEMPLES   OF 
CHURCH. 


Nearly  a  quarter  million  candle  power  of 
floodlighting  is  being  used  by  the  Church 
for  the  illumination  of  its  seven  temples 
during  the  week  of  the  Centennial  Confer- 
ence. 

In  each  of  the  cities  where  these  temples 


are  located  this  lighting  furnishes  a  spec- 
tacle of  unusual  brilliancy  and  sets  off  the 
architectural  beauty  of  the  edifices  against 
the  blackness  of  the  night  in  a  most  effective 
and   attractive   manner. 

The  seven  temples  are  located  at  Salt  Lake, 
Mesa,  Arizona;  Manti,  Utah;  Logan,  Utah, 
Cardston,  Alberta,  Canada;  Laie,  Hawaii  and 
St.  George,  Utah. 

The  Salt  Lake  Temple  is  lighted  by  four- 
teen floodlights  placed  on  various  buildings 
in  the  vicinity. 

A  25,000  candle  power  incandescent  lamp 
has  been  placed  on  the  grounds  near  the 
monuments  of  the  three  witnesses  to  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  It  is  a  "  Miniature  Sun  " 
which  lights  the  ground  between  the  Bureau 
of  Information  and  the  Temple,  so  that  the 
inscriptions  on  the  monument  may  be  read 
as  easily  at   night  as  in  the  day  time.

Message  Also  Reaches  Every  Other 
Nation    of    Earth;     Papers,     Maga- 
zines,   News    Reels,    Radio    Join    in 
Telling  World  of  Celebration. 


On  April  6  religious  meetings  were  held 
in  every  community  of  the  world,  where 
there  is  a  colony  of  Latter-day  Saints,  in- 
cluding all  European  countries,  in  North  and 
South  America,  South  Africa,  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  Hawaii  and  the  Islands  of  the 
Pacific. 


TELEGRAMS   COME    FROM   ALL 
WORLD. 


Cables,  telegrams,  radio  flashes,  telephone 
calls  and  letters  by  the  score  poured  into 
the  general  offices  of  the  Latter-day  Saints' 
Church,  Sunday  and  Monday,  as  the  great 
Centennial  Conference  and  celebration 
opened,  the  messages  of  greeting  and  con- 
gratulation coming  from  all  parts  of  the 
United  States,  from  the  furthermost  lands 
of  the  earth  and  from  members  and  non- 
members  of  the  Church  alike. 

President  Grant,  to  whom  the  messages 
were  directed,  referred  to  them  in  his  re- 
marks of  both  Sunday  and  Monday,  pointing 
to  the  general  feeling  of  goodwill  and 
reverence  which  characterised  them. 

Elder    John    A.    Widtsoe,    member    of    the 
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Council  of  Twelve,  in  Liverpool,  as  President 
of  the  European  Mission,  sent  the  following 
cable:  — 

"  The  Church  members  of  the  European 
Missions  number  nearly  thirty  thousand, 
with  the  missionaries,  about  seven  hun- 
dred strong,  unitedly  express  joyous 
gratitude  for  the  blessings  of  the  Gospal 
and  the  present  prosperity  of  the  Church, 
and  extend  to  you  and  the  whole  Church 
felicitations  upon  this  happy  occasion. 
May  the  Gospel,  true  to  its  divine  purpose 
and  history,  spread  over  the  earth  through 
righteousness." 

From  Don  Mack  Dalton,  President  of  the 

South  African  Mission,  with  headquarters  at 

Cape  Town,  came  the  following  cablegram:  — 

"  Our    services    had    great    spirit.        We 

join   you    in    remembrance   and   reverence. 

Missionaries  well." 

Other  cables  from  foreign  missions  were 
read;  also  wires  from  Governors  of  States, 
Presidents  of  Universities,  and  business  men. 


HOSANNA   SHOUT   SCHEDULED 

IN    ALL   L.    D.    S.    CHAPELS 

APRIL  6. 


Tho  Hosanna  Shout,  an  acclamation  of 
praise  to  God,  will  be  uttered  by  congre- 
gations in  every  ward  and  branch  of  the 
Church  in  connection  with  the  Centennial 
Conference  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle, 
Sunday,  April  6. 

The  idea  was  used  when  the  children  of 
Israel  shouted  praises  to  God  in  Solomon's 
temple,  for  blessings  he  had  bestowed  upon 
them. 

It  was  later  used  by  the  multitude  when 
Christ  entered  Jerusalem  in  triumph  on  the 
Sunday  before  His  crucifixion.  It  has  been 
in  liturgical  use  from  very  early  times.  It 
appears  in  the  Clementine  Liturgy,  in  the 
response  to  the  Sancta  Sanctis,  and  in  the 
liturgical  directions  of  the  book  called  The 
Teachings   of   the   Twelve   Apostles. 

The  word  hosanna  is  defined  in  the  dic- 
tionary as  an  exclamation  of  praise  to  God, 
and  comes  from  the  Hebrew  "  hoshiah  nna," 
meaning  "  save,  I   pray." 

The  Hosanna  Shout  first  became  signifi- 
cant to  the  L.  D.  S.  Church  when  it  was 
given  by  revelation  to  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  and  was  repeated  by  him  in  the 
Kirtland  temple  at  the  time  of  its  dedica- 
tion,  on   March    27,    1836. 

Since  that  time  it  has  been  used  in  the 
dedication  of  all  the  Mormon  temples  and 
on  other  special  occasions.  It  was  given 
at  the  dedication  of  the  Salt  Lake  temple 
by  President  Lorenzo  Snow,  who  was  present 


at  the  occasion  of  its  use  in  Kirtland.     He 
gave  it  as  he  saw  it  given  there. 

The  Hosanna  Shout  will  be  given  at  the 
Centennial  Conference  because  the  members 
of  the  Church  again  feel  to  sing  praises  to 
the  Lord  for  His  goodness,  mercy  and  bless- 
ings to  the  Church,  and  for  its  progress 
during  the  past   100  years. 

The  shout  will  be  explained  and  repeated 
as  follows  three  times:  — 

Hosanna!     Hosanna!     Hosanna, 
To  God  and  the  Lamb! 
Amen,   amen,   and   amen! 

The  congregation  will  then  rise  and  join 
in  repeating  it  three  times,  waving  their 
handkerchiefs  in  unison. 


PRIESTHOOD    OF    CHURCH 
GIVES    HOSANNA   SHOUT. 


One  of  the  most  impressive  features  of  the 
opening  session  of  the  Centennial  Celebra- 
tion of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  in  the  Tabernacle  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  Sunday  forenoon,  April  6,  was 
the  Hosanna  Shout,  given  by  the  thousands 
of  men  assembled,  each  waving  a  white 
handkerchief  as  President  Grant  led  them 
all  in  unison. 

At  the  Tabernacle,  Sunday  morning,  April 
6,  President  Grant  announced  that  the  con- 
gregation (of  priesthood)  would  give  the 
Hosanna  Shout,  repeating  it  three  times.  He 
first  repeated  it,  saying  "  Hosanna,  Hosanna, 
Hosanna,  to  God  and  the  Lamb;  Amen, 
Amen,  and  Amen." 

As  the  large  congregation  of  priesthood, 
approximately  10,000,  in  unison  waved  white 
handkerchiefs  as  they  repeated  the  Shout 
three  times,  under  the  leadership  of  the 
President.  The  sight  of  the  sea  of  waving 
handkerchiefs  and  the  sound  of  the  Shout 
in  chorus  was  deeply  impressive. 


PAGEANT    TAKES    GOSPEL 
HISTORY    THROUGH    AGES. 


Every    Epoch    Shown    Since    Time's 
Dawn  in  Big  Production. 


Presentation  Arranged   Nightly  for 

Three  Weeks;  Represents  Month  of 

Work  by  Thousand  Performers. 


An  epochal  work  indeed  is  the  historic 
pageant,  "  The  Message  of  the  Ages,"  written 
for  the  Centennial  Celebration  of  the  L.  D.  S. 
Church,  presented  each  evening  for  two  full 
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weeks    in    connection    with    the    Centennial 
Conference. 

Based  on  scriptural  passages  from  the 
Bible,  the  Book  of  Mormon,  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  and  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price,  the 
work  was  evolved  by  a  special  pageant  com- 
mittee, headed  by  George  D.  Pyper,  with 
Bertha  A.  Kleinman,  assistant  recorder  of 
the  Arizona  temple,  and  a  nationally  famous 
poet  and  writer,  writing  the  epic  and  lyric 
poetry  which  comprises  the  major  portion 
of  the  publication  which  has  been  placed  in 
book  form,  and  is  to  be  copyrighted  by  the 
Church. 

The  text  represents  a  complete  resume  of 
all  time  from  the  beginning  to  the  present 
latter  days,  and  is  most  majestic  in  its  repre- 
sentation of  the  various  periods  of  history 
and  its  characterisations  of  scriptural  and 
latter-day   personages. 

Opening  with  an  introductory  reading,  the 
plan  of  the  creation  in  the  celestial  council 
with  the  proposals  of  Satan  and  Jesus  for 
the  salvation  of  man  is  described.  The 
opening  scene  is  of  the  creation  of  Adam 
and  Eve.  In  this  scene  the  Raphael  recita- 
tive from  Haydn's  oratorio,  "  The  Creation," 
is  sung,  followed  by  the  reading  of  the 
scriptural  passages  of  the  first  sacrifice. 

Shows  Old  Dispensation. 
The  first  period  represented  is  that  of  the 
ancient  dispensation,  in  which  the  reader 
tells  of  the  ancient  of  days  learning  of  good 
and  of  evil,  of  the  joy  of  redemption  and 
of  the  promise  of  eternal  life  through  obedi- 
ence. Then  is  portrayed  the  peopling  of  the 
earth,  of  the  nations  rearing  their  battle- 
ments and  the  world  being  stalked  by  evil. 
Scene  2  is  the  deluge  and  rainbow,  the 
planet  drowned  to  be  washed  of  its  stain 
and  the  ark,  upheld  by  Priesthood's  mighty 
arm,   coming  safe   to   harbour. 

The  next  scene  is  of  Israel  in  Egypt,  bowed 
in  bondage  'midst  the  ornate  splendour  of 
the  Nile.  Scene  4  tells  of  the  coming  of 
Moses,  of  Sinai,  of  the  pfophet  who  faced 
the  All  Supreme  and  spoke  the  Command- 
ments after  delivering  the  chosen  people 
from   their   oppressors. 

Following  the  reading  of  an  interlude 
written  by  Orson  F.  Whitney,  scene  5  pre- 
sents a  characterisation  of  the  prophets  and 
seers  of  old,  Adam,  Enoch,  Noah,  Melchize- 
dek,  Abraham,  Isaac,  Jacob,  Joseph,  Eph- 
raim,  Moses,  Aaron,  Samuel,  David,  Elijah, 
Job,  Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  Ezekiel,  Daniel  and 
Malachi,  and  of  the  western  hemisphere, 
Lehi,  Nephi,  Mosiah,  Alma  and  Samuel, 
whose  predictions  and  ministries  consecrated 
the  land  of  Zion. 

Takes  up  Second  Era. 
The    second    period    of   the    pageant    is    of 
the     Messianic     dispensation,     the     opening 


scene  depicting  the  nativity  of  the  Saviour 
and  the  adoration  of  the  ages.  Music  from 
Handel's  oratorio,  "  The  Messiah,"  is  intro- 
duced at  this  point,  followed  by  an  interlude 
taken  from  Orson  F.  Whitney's  poem, 
"  Elias,"  a  portrayal  of  the  life  of  the  Re- 
deemer. The  second  scene  of  this  period  is 
of  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  followed  by  the 
crucifixion  and  resurrection,  also  narrated 
by  lines  from   "  Elias." 

The  third  period  deals  with  the  dispensa- 
tion of  the  Fullness  of  Times,  opening  with 
a  prelude  describing  the  great  apostacy,  the 
famine  for  word  of  the  Lord,  the  earth's 
defiling  and  the  breaking  of  the  covenants 
and  the  changing  of  the  ordinances.  Then 
follows  the  founding  of  America,  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  United  States,  and  later  the 
birth  of  Joseph  the  Prophet. 

Starts  with  Vision. 
Scene  1  of  this  period  is  of  the  first  vision, 
the  musical  accompaniment  being  the  be- 
loved hymn  by  Parley  P.  Pratt  and  George 
Careless,  "  The  Morning  Breaks,  the  Shadows 
Fall."  Then  follows  the  coming  forth  of 
the  Book  of  Mormon,  the  restoration  of  the 
Aaronic  priesthood  to  Joseph  Smith  and 
Oliver  Cowdery  by  John  the  Baptist,  and 
then  the  visitation  of  Peter,  James  and 
John,  and  the  restoration  of  the  Melchizedek 
priesthood. 

Scene  5  is  of  the  humble  beginnings  of  the 
Church  at  its  organisation,  April  6,  one  hun- 
dred years  ago.  Then  is  portrayed  the 
latter-day  visitations  of  Moses,  Elias  and 
Elijah,  following  which  a  poem,  "Awake 
and  Arise,"  by  Theodore  E.  Curtis,  is  read. 
The  next  scene  is  the  gospel  message  to  the 
world  and  an  epochal  reading  of  the  days  of 
Kirtland  and  Nauvoo,  the  vision  of  Zion  in 
the  tops  of  the  mountains,  and,  finally,  the 
martyrdom  of  the  prophet. 

Exodus  Revealed. 
The  second  part  of  this  last  division  of 
the  pageant,  entitled  "The  Exodus,"  starts 
with  a  description  of  the  falling  of  Joseph  s 
mantle  on  Brigham  Young.  The  first  scene 
is  of  the  pioneers,  the  incidental  music  being 
the  favourite  "Mormon"  hymn,  "Come, 
Come  Ye  Saints." 

Scene    2    is    the    "tableau    plastique,      in 
which   are  represented  Home,  Church,  Edu- 
cation, Work  and  Play,  followed  by  the  com- 
ing of  the  nations  and  the  grand  finale,  in 
which  peals  of  thanksgiving  and  exaltation 
ring  out,  and  the  entire  assemblage  pageant, 
actors   and    congregation   alike,    raise   hands 
toward  the  light  and  join  in  the  Doxology: 
"  Praise  God,  from  whom  all  blessings  flow, 
Praise  Him  all  creatures  here  below; 
Praise  Him  above,  ye  heavenly  host. 
Praise  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost." 
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FILMING    THE    PAGEANT. 


"  Quiet!  "  "  Camera!  "  "  Cut!  "  "  Retake!  " 
and  so  the  Pathe  Film  sound  photography 
staff  of  experts  "  shot "  scenes  from  the 
historic  pageant  "  The  Message  of  the  Ages," 
on  the  State  Capitol  steps.  Hundreds  of 
feet  of  sound  film  recorded  the  more  spec- 
tacular scenes  of  the  project.  The  thousand 
or  more  actors  and  great  Tabernacle  Choir, 
accompanied  by  the  small  symphony  orches- 
tra of  fifty  pieces  and  a  transportable  organ 
(which  did  its  best  to  imitate  the  sound 
effect  produced  in  the  regular  performances 
of  the  pageant  by  the  great  Tabernacle 
organ)  did  their  mission  of  unselfish  service 
again.  This  time  before  sensitive  sound  and 
film  equipment  as  the  hoped  to  be  "  Mission 
Play  "  was  recorded  by  scientific  instruments 
for  the  joy  and  pleasure  of  the  millions  who 
were  not  as  fortunate  as  the  thousands  who 
saw  it  in  Salt  Lake  City. 


GREATEST    MUSIC    OF    WORLD 
WOVEN    INTO    BIG    PAGEANT. 


Committee  of  Experts  Work    Three 

Months  in  Selecting  Score;  Loved 

Hymns   Included. 


The  historic  pageant,  "  The  Message  of 
the  Ages,"  given  as  a  feature  of  the  Church 
Centennial,  while  great  in  its  poetic  beauty 
and  majesty,  owes  much  of  its  grandeur  and 
splendour  to  the  musical  background  which 
has  been  evolved  by  a  staff  of  highly  capable 
and  artistic  musicians. 

The  internationally  famous  Tabernacle 
Choir  of  nearly  300  voices  and  the  great 
organ  carry  major  parts  in  the  musical 
setting,  but  a  symphony  orchestra  of  slightly 
less  than  50  instruments  also  plays  a  prom- 
inent role  in  the  pageant  in  addition  to  the 
staff  of  vocal  soloists  who  have  worked  long 
and  diligently  on  their  numbers. 

Work   of  Experts. 

The  members  of  the  pageant  committee 
who  worked  out  the  musical  score  are  Pro- 
fessors A.  C.  Lund,  choir  leader;  Tracy  Y. 
Cannon  and  Frank  Asper,  organists;  Lester 
Hinchcliff,  Ogden  choir  leader;  and  Leroy 
Robertson,  of  the  music  department  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  of  Provo. 

Professor  Lund  directs  all  of  the  portions 
in  which  the  choir  participates,  while  Pro- 
fessor Asper  directs  the  orchestral  numbers. 
Arthur  Pedersen  Freber  is  concert  master 
of  the  orchestra,  which  is  largely  composed 


of  musicians  from  the  McCune  School  of 
Music  and  Art.  Professor  Cannon  plays  the 
organ   throughout. 

The  vocal  soloists  are  Emma  Lucy  Gates, 
internationally  famed  coloratura  soprano; 
Wallace  Bennett  and  James  E.  Haslem,  basso 
and  tenor,  respectively. 

Includes  Many  Hymns. 

The  musical  score  itself  is  a  true  work  of 
art,  representing  as  it  does  not  only  excerpts 
and  complete  selections  from  the  master- 
pieces of  musical  literature,  but  favourite 
L.  D.  S.  hymns  and  anthems  and  many  com- 
positions by  local  composers.  Leroy  Robert- 
son, of  Provo,  composed  much  of  the  inci- 
dental orchestral  music,  while  arrangements 
of  many  large  opuses  were  made  by  Pro- 
fessors Cannon  and  Asper. 

In  its  entirety  the  musical  score  includes 
works  of  Hayden,  composer  of  the  oratorio, 
"The  Creation";  Handel,  who  wrote  "The 
Messiah";  the  immortal  Johann  Sebastian 
Bach,  Cesar  Franck,  Felix  Mendelssohn  and 
Pietro  Mascagni,  in  addition  to  our  own 
well-known  composers,  George  Careless,  Evan 
Stephens,  Arthur  Shepherd,  B.  Cecil  Gates, 
J.  J.  Daynes,  Ebenezer  Beesly  and  others.
